First French Troops on 
German Soil 


LED BY JEWISH OFFICER 


Decorations for Gallantry 


{From our Correspondent-——Paris} 


The company which was the first to march imto 
German territory during the present war was com- 
~manded by Captain Pierre May, the officer who 
was specially honoured at the Armistice Day cere- 
mony at the Arc de Triomphe in Paris. It is now 
stated by the UNtvers ISRAELITE that Captain May 
is a Jew. His father, a native of Lorraine, has been 
for ten years a Government official at Boulogne- 
sur-Mer. 

Lr TEMPS, in one of tts November issues, 
announced the promotion of Captain P. May to the 
rank of Officer of the Legion of Honour, and quoted 
the official mention: “A fine trainer of men, of 
remarkable courage and ardour. Counter-attacked 
by infantry and armoured cars during the fighting 
of September 9, he set his company a magnificent 
example in composure and calmness.” 


A Brave Jewish Sergeant 


Here are a few other mentions of Jewish soldiers: 

.M. Maurice Stern, Propaganda Delegate of the Jewish 
National Fund in France, has been awafded the Croix 
de Guerre with Bronze Star. “At the order of the 
Brigade,” his mention ran, “ Maurice Stern, Sergeant 
of the Infantry Regiment 103, chief of a group placed 
at the outposts, organised the retreat of his group under 
enemy fire and brought it back safe and sound to our 
lines, thanks to his coolness, after having relieved and 
arranged the transport of a gravely wounded man.” 

Captain Georges Lévy, a Paris mining engineer, has 
also been decorated with the Croix de Guerre. His 
mention runs as follows: “Excellent behaviour in the 
firing line on November 9 during the accomplishment 
of a mission for which he volunteered. After nightfall, 
he refused to be relieved and continued to transmit 
important information under continuous bombardment.” 


Rewarded With Promotion 


Sergeant André Lehmann. has been .promoted to the 
rank of Sergeant-Major with the following mention: 
“On September 27, in a hastily installed post, was 
surrounded and strongly attacked by the Germans. 
Voluntarily presented himself to carry an urgent 
Message to the Commander of the Sub-Quarter, 
although he had to cross a very dangerous zome pene- 
trated by the enemy and strewn with mines. Was 
wounded by the explosion of one of them in bravely 
accomplishing his mission.” 

Sergeant-Major Wexler, son of M. J. Wexler, a well- 
known Zionist, has been quoted in the Order of his 
Regiment for having installed himself courageously as 
a liaison sub-officer, for which function he volunteered, 
with the foremost elements of the infantry im a very 
advanced position, showing perfect calmness and indis- 
putable qualities as an observer in furnishing, despite 
frequent bombardment by enemy artillery, useful and 
Precise information about enemy activity.

Massacre Without Cease 


200 EXECUTIONS A DAY 
Many Synagogues Destroyed 


Hundreds of Jews, including many women and child- 
ren, were killed in the town of Bendzin, near Katowice, 
when the Nazis set fire to Zachodnia Street, which 1s 
inhabited exclusively by Jews. All Jews trying to escape 
were shot. All the burnt down, 

fhree synagogues were burnt down by the Nazis in 
Sosnowiec, Kaiowice iwo nundred and fifty 
Jewish business men were arrested and every tenth one 
of them executed 

tthe township of Newe Miasto- Warsaw 
district, were vicked out at random and shot dead 
without any reason being given. 

In the township of Grojec, in the Warsaw district, the 
Jews were forced to set fire to a synagogue, and a tum- 
ber of others were shot dead by the Nazis while return- 
ing home from forced labour. Many Grojec Jews have 
been transferred to the Reich. Their whereabouts are 
unknown

Shot for Wedding Ring 


Acts of Nazi terror occur. daily during searches for 
arms in Jewish houses, and many Jews have been killed. 
One Jewish woman who had to give up all her jewelry 
forgot about her wedding ring and was shot dead on the 
spot for her “ forgetfulness.” Jewish women, says the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, are among the most tragic 
victims of Nazi brutality. They are not only humiliated 
by Nazi soldiers, but also mercilessly beaten at the 
slightest sign of protest

Zionist while attempting to defend a Rabbi are now

NEW ZEALAND’S 
CENTURY 


Jews and the Dominion 


On February 5, New Zealand will celebrate its 
centenary as a constituent part of the Empire. The 
official celebration period begins this Sunday, and to 
mark it a Centennial Fan ts to be held at Wellington. 

One of the features of particular Jewish interest at 
the Fair will be a Palestine Pavilion, arrangements for 
which are being made by the New Zealand Palestine 
Trade Exchange, established about seven months ago. 
£3,000's worth of Palestine products will be on display. 

Jews, of whom there are nearly 2,700 in New 
Zealand, have been connected with the country even 
before the establishment of British sovereignty in 1840. 
Early settlers included John Israel Montefiore, a cousin 
of Sir Moses Mogtefiore. who settled at Bay of Islands 
in 1831; Joel Samuel Polack, one of the earliest writers 
on the country, in which he travelled from 1831-7: and 
David Nathan, who founded the Auckland Jewish Com- 
munity in the early ‘forties. The Wel:ington Community 
was founded by Abraham Hort in 18453.

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UNIVERSITY STUDENTS CONFER 


Annual Meeting at Leeds 
WIDE SCOPE OF AGENDA 


Board of Deputies Criticised 


ifFrom a Correspondent) 


The Annual Conference of the Inter-University 
Jewish Federation was held last week at Brandsby 
Lodge, Chapeltown Road, Leeds. There was a very full 
representation of delegates from Aberystwyth, Cam- 
bridge, Glasgow, Leeds, Leicester, Liverpool, 
chester, Oxford, and Reading. 

Professor .S. Brodetsky opened the Conference. 

Reports were presented by the- Chairman (Mr. B. 
Ellenbogen) and the Hon. Secretary (Dr. D. Tabor), and 
representatives from individual Societies reported on the 
positions of their constituent bodies. Most of them had 
been affected in one way or another by the war. The 
London Society had been comple.c'y broken up,. but the 
Liniversity College (London) Jewish Society was functioning 
valiantly in Aberystwyth, In Oxford and Cambridge, 
London students were being drawn into the local Societies. 
On the whole, Societies had rapidly readjusted themselves 
to the new conditions and were showing appreciable activity, 
though the difficulties were often great. 

Ihe Glasgow delegate reported’ on the occurrence of 
anti-Semitism in the Univers.ty, and methods of combating 
it were discussed. A resolution accepting the affiliation of 
the Reading Society, represented ‘or the first time at the 
Conference, was unanimously passed. 

In the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. M. Melzack, on 
active service, his report was read by Mr. Goldwater. 
Although the Fecerotion had a little money in hand, it said, 
it would need as much outside financial support as could 
be obtained if it were to be able_to-cope with tts-aervities 
during the war. 


Hebrew University Appeal 


Mr. M. Makin presented ‘a report on the Hebrew Univer- 
sity Appeal. Nearly £25 had been raised by Societies 
during the last year and it was unanimousiy. agreed that 
the Federation should raise more money in- the coming 
Vear. 

In the unavoidable absence of the Foreign Secretary, 
Mr. W. Rudoe. his report was read by Mr. Goldwater. 
Most of the work of this department had been concerned 
with the reconstitution of the: World Union of Jewish 
Students. The Eorein Sectetary had been elected Treasurer 
of the Union As a result of the war the Union had 
transferred its offices. from Paris to New York. -The Con- 
ference proposed that-a European office should be created, 
preferably in a neutral country or.in Palestine. 

A resolution dealing with the position of Jews in Nazi 
Poland was passed unanimously, and it was agreed to send 
it to the Board of Deputies, the Jewish Agency. the Polish 
Ambassador in England, the Polish Foreign Secretary, and 
the British Ambassador to Poland. Another resolution 
expressed the deepest sympathy with Czech students. 

Support was pledged for the International Student Ser- 
vice, following the reading of a report on its work, from 
Mr. J. D. M. Blok, absent on active service. 

A full discussion on the position of the Board of 
Deputies in the Community was initiated by Dr. DPavid 
labor, and the following. resolutions’ were finally passed: 

“ This Conference records with uneasiness the poor attend- 
ance of representatives at recent mectings of the Board and 
suggests some constitutional formulation ve devised to remedy 
this state of affairs.” 

This Conference urges the Board to reconsider the system of 
representation on the Council of the Board, with a view to 
extending repre entation on the Board, so as to make it more 
truly representative of the Community ° 

In this connection a sub-committee consisting of Messrs. 
R. Powell, A. Fishman, and R. Goldwater was set up and 
it was suggested that circulars be sent to local Societies 
Suggesting that they arrange discussions on the Board of 
Deputies. Professor Brodetsky’s election to the Presidency 
of the Board was warmly -welcomed. 


Jewish Defence 


Mr. R. Goldwater opened a discussion on Jewish Defence 

ind a resolution was agreed to urging a'l societies to report 
_ any sign of anti-Semitism in their respective Universities 
or towns to the Education Secretary of the Federation, and 
to take appropriate steps to bring such developments to 
the notice of their respective Societies and University 
authorities. 

A report by Mr. M. Makin on the education work in the 
Federation during the past yearshowed that this department 
had been extremely active. — 

After some discussion it was agreed that the Annual 
Fssay Competition be temporarily discontinued but that 
attempts should be made to produce a periodical by the 
Federation, either jomtly with the Youth Institute or alone. 

On the motion of Dr. Tabor the following resolution was 
passed : 

“ This Conference welcomes the establishment of a Careers 
Advice Bureau in THe Jewisn CHronicle and pledges the 
co-operation of the Federation in any activity in this connec- 
tion that it may be able to undertake. This Conference recom- 
mends that a full review be made of Jews in the professions 
with reference to their local concentrations.” 

A lively and fruitful discussion on Jewish education as 
a result of war conditions was opened by Mr. R. Goldwater, 


Man- 


and among several resolutions passed was one which, while 
stating that the Conference fully realised the difficult nature 
of the problems brought about by evacuation, urged the 
Board of Deputies to face them with imagination and 
energy. It pledged the Conference’s own support, and a 
further resolution urged the Board to make a public appeal 
for funds for Jewish education, especially appealing to 
the United Synagogue, the Federation of Synagogues, and 
other communal -organisations. 

The Conference, regretting the failure .of the Jewish 
authorities to invite a representative from the Federation 
to serve on the Emergency Committee for Jewish Educa- 
tion. called upon that Committee to co-opt a Federation 
renresentative forthwith. 

Habonim received a tribute for its work among evacuees, 
and Constituent Societies of the Federation were urged to 
help in organising Jewish children in their localities. 

The incoming’ Education Secretary was instructed to 
co-operate with the Jewish Youth Institute, and.other bodies 
prepared to assist in that work, in preparing a survey of 
the position of Jewish education in this country. 

THe Jewish CHRONICLE was urged in a further resolution 
to begin as soon as possible the Hebrew courses originally 
planned before the outbreak of war. 

Mr. M. Lyons. the Registrar, gave a report on the work 
of his department, and it was agreed that a register be 
compiled of all Jewish students in this country engaged in 
military: service. 


Gratitude to President Roosevelt 


In the fourth (and last) session, a discussion on refugees 
was opened by Dr. fabor, and in .he resolutions passed 
gratitude was expressed to the President of the United States 


of America for the courageous lead he had given towards 
the solutron of that ttreent-and 


It was also hoped that the British ana French Govern- 
ments would reconsider sympathetically the long-range 
proposals made by President Roosevelt for the settlement 
of thousands of homeless refugees: and in particular the 
deep conviction was ate that, as the Mandatory 
Power for Palestine, the British Government would realise 
the special place that Palestine must-hold-in any solution 
of the Jewish problem. 

It was reported that the last Summer School had been a 
great success financially and sociaily, and a_ particular 
tribute was paid to the Host and Hostess, Mr. and Mrs. R. 
A sub-committee was set up to “investigate the 
possibilities of holding a School during the coming year. 

The Conference passed a resolution expressing its warm 
admiration of the Yishuv in heroically continuing its work 
of settlement and absorption of refugees during the past 
year, and calling upon the immediate and maximum sup- 
port of English and American Jewry +o enable the Yishuv 
to overcome its present difficulties. 

The small part plaved by Palestinian students in England 
in Jewish student affairs was deplored, and it was agreed 
to send a resolution on the subject to the leading Pales- 
tinian newspapers. 

Promising its fullest co-operation, the Conference wel- 
comed the creation of the Universities’ Zionist Council.

UNIVERSITIES’ ZIONIST COUNCIL

The first Ann@@ Conference of the Universities’ Zionist 
Council was held after the 1.U.J.F. Conference. Dr. D. 
Tabor, Acting Chairman of the Council, presided, and 
opened the deliberations in Hebrew. 

Reports on the position of Zionist work in local Societies 
were given by representatives from Aberystwyth, Cam- 
bridge, Glasgow, Leeds, Leicester, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Oxford, and Reading. 

, A discussion on practical work was opened by the Chair- 

man and dealt with the education of student Zionists, forms 
of propaganda amongst non-Zionist students, and debates 
and discussions with non-Jewish student bodies. 

Many practical suggestions which arose from the discus- 
sion are to be incorporated in a circular to be sent to all 
Jewish student groups in the country, 

A resolution was passed expressing appreciation of the 
contribution being made by the Enelish Chalutzim fm Pales- 
tine to the upbuilding of- the Yishuv, and asking student 
societies to support financially the Anglo-Baltic. Kibbutz. 

The following were elected :— 

Messrs. M. Makin (21, Alexandra Road, Birkenhead), Chair- 
man: V. Hertzog (Aberystwyth), B. Cohen (Cambridge), and 
G. Hirsch (Oxford), Committee. . 

On the previous evening a reception was arranged at 
Brandsby Lodge by the Leeds Jewish Students’ Association.

Obituary 


MR. AUGUSTUS YORKE 
Partner in “ Potash and Perimutter ” 


Mr. Augustus Yorke, the American-Jewish actor, who 
was best known in this country as the creator of “ Abe 
Potash ” with his partner, Mr. Robert Leonard, in the 
comedy, “ Potash and Terlmutter, died last week in 
Hollywood, after a tong illness, at the age of seventy- 
seven. Mr. Montague Glass was the author of the play, 
which ran for 665 performances, and was first produced 
at the Queen's Theatre, London, in April, 1914. Mr. 
Yorke also appeared, in 1916, in the sequel, “ Potash 
and Perlmutter in Society,” which had a run of 192 
performances, and in “Partners Again,” a_ further 
version of the quarrelsome Jewish partners. 

The deceased made his first appearance at the Victoria, 
New York, in February, 1901, in “My Lady.” He toured 
in American vaudeville for years, and was then in “ Bankers 
and Brokers.” In 1915 he was seen at the Coliseum as 
Isador Goldstein in “In Lingerie,” at the Chiswick Empire 
in “ Isadore, You Tell Her,” at the London Opera House 
in “ The Other Bing Boys” At the Savoy in 1919 he was 
cast in yet another Potash play, “ Business Before 
Pleasure,” and after touring South Africa and the English 
Provinces he was seen again in 1932 in “ Potash and Perl- 
mutter when the play was revived at Streatham Hill and 
at the Gaiety. In the following year Mr. Yorke played 
David Shapiro in “If 1 Were You™ at the Shaftesbury 
Theatre. 


MR. MICHAEL JACOBS, J.P. (Swansea) 
Magistrate and Commural Worker 


THe. Rev. J. WeEINTROBE writes: 

The Swansea Jewish Community has suffered a grievous 
loss in the passing of Mr. Michael Jacobs, J.P. He was 
a man of great personal charm, who, oy his upright way 
of living and kindly disposition, helped materially to build 
up a good name for the Jewish people in Swansea. He 
was regarded with affection by all sections of the-peeple 
of his native town, and was many years ago appointed a 
Magistrate. He had faithfully served the Hebrew Con- 
gregation, and had held the offices of President and 
Treasurer. As Chairman of the Cemetery Building Fund, he 
was one of those responsible for the purchasing and laying 
out of new ground and the building of a large wall around 
the Cemetery. Mr. Jacobs took a keen interest in refugee 
work. and was President of the local Refugees Committee. 
He was one of those rare personalities who felt honoured 
by.a caller tor charity. His eldest son was killed in action 
in the Great War. The sympathy of the Community ts 
extended to his widow, son (now an officer in the Welch 
Regiment), and family. 


DR. WILHELM NEUMANN 
A Victim of Nazi Oppression 


Dr. Wilhelm Neumann, a distinguished specialist in 
cardiac disorders, died last Friday in Leamington, at the 
age of 55. Four months ago he came to England in 
order to avoid the internment of himself and his family 
in a German concentration camp. His wife, who had 
escaped to Italy, joined her husband in Leamington five 
weeks ago. 

The deceased was a pupil of Professor Albert 
Fraenkel, a famous heart specialist, of Heidelberg and 
Badenweiler, and had practised extensively both at 
Baden Baden and on the Italian Riviera. He was a 
member of the International Association of Medical 
Hydrology, and had written thirty books on heart and 
rheumatic diseases. 


DARLINGTON BROTHERS’ TRAGIC DEATH 


As the result of an accident during the black-out on 
Wednesday evening in last week, when the saloon car in 
which they were travelling collided head-on with a lorry 
near Chilton, on the North Road, Harold A. Musgrave 
twenty-four, of Victoria Road, Darlington, was killed, and 
his brother, Stanley, twenty, died three days later in the 
Durham County Hospital. Alfred Marks, Flora Marks, 
and Cyril Ezra, who were in the car, were seriously injured. 

The deceased brothers were the sons of Mr. Maurice 
Musgrave, until recently President of the Darlington Hebrew 
Congregation. and Mrs. Musgrave. Harold was in business 
with his father, and Stanic: was a student at St. Bartholo- 
mew's Hospital, London. Both took a keen interest in 
communal affairs.

This was to provide a number of Jewish youth 
leaders with the opportunity of spending a year in Palestine 
to study the problems of the country and watch its up- 
building at first hand, so that they could come back to this 
country to share their experiences and bring home the 
realities of Palestine and the problems of Zionism to the 
Jewish youth here. Candidates for the scheme were already 
being considered when war broke out, and the plan had to 
be postponed. | 

The Institute felt, however, that if the youth leaders could 
not go to Palestine at the moment, an attempt should be 
made to bring Palestine to them. The Institute has, there- 
fore, set in motion a new scheme. This provides for the 
establishment of a Seminar for Youth,.in which a series 
of courses and lectures on Jewish problems, Zionism, and 
youth movements will combine the authoritativeness of a 
university course with the vitality of a youth movement. 


What the Courses Cover 


The programme is intended to cover courses on the history 
of the Jews, post-war Zionism, present-day Palestine, world 
Jewry between two wars, Jewish youth movements, and 
practical training: Each of the above-mentioned courses 
will contain from six to eight lectures to be given by the 
best authorities in England. A library is being compiled. 
Hebrew is not included in this Seminar because the Institute 
is attending to this matter through the L.C.C. Hebrew 
Classes, and is organising special classes in the Provinces, 

The Seminar will be conducted for the benefit of specially 
selected candidates. All Jewish youth movements and 
organisations are invited to submit immediately a list of 
their members whom they regard as suitable candidates for 
leadership, bearing in mind that the aim of the Seminar is 
to educate a new generation of younger leaders, who will 
devote themselves to Jewish and Zionist activity during the 
war. Membership will be strictly limited, and candidates 
should therefore be listed according to priority. 

No Tuition Fee 

No tuition fee will be charged, but there will be a nominal 
registration fee of 2s. 6d. 

The courses, starting this month, have been arranged to 
take place every Sunday between 10 a.m. and | p.m. at 
the Institute. Arrangements are being made for the 
Provinces to participate and gain the benefit of this Seminar 
by correspondence courses. For all further details, 
individuals and organisations are asked to communicate with 
the Jewish Youth Institute, 67, Great Russell Street, W.C.i.

HABONIM MEMBERS TO TAX 
THEMSELVES 


Training Courses Advocated 


[From our Correspondent— MANCHESTER] 


Chaverim from Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool, Wallasey, 
Sunderland, Newcastle, Glasgow, and London attended a 
provincial conference of Habonim at Maccabean Hall, 
Cheetham Hill Road, Manchester, on Sunday. 

The morning session centred round a report on the work 
of the movement during the past year, given by the Ba- 
Koach, Chaver J. C. Gilbert. He urged the establishment 
without delay of Rashim training courses in Hebrew, 
Jewish history and other subjects which figure in_ the 
curriculum of Gedudim, so as to ensure that a higher 
standard of Jewish knowledge would be imparted to the 
Bonim and Bonoth. He doubted whether the present-day 
Rashim felt a personal responsibility towards their Gedudim 
which was equal to that of the Rashim of five and more 
years ago, and it was therefore imperative that they should 
immediately engage in more intensive work, even if it meant 
more and more self-sacrifice. Several speakers in the 
ensuing discussion supported this suggestion of the Ba- 
Koach, which will now be elaborated by Merkaz. . 

It was pointed out by several Chaverim that the financial 

ition of the Movement was very precarious. Habonim’s 

get for 5700 was £1,600, towards which they had a grant 
of £500 from the Jewish National Fund and £100 from the 
Zionist Federation. Owing to the war, no camp would be 
held this year. and an important source of revenue would 
thus be cut off. Sebi 

Pending further financial support from the community, 


Chaver Aryeh Temkin (Bangor) suggested the self-taxation 
of all members of the movement, in order to assist Habonim 


to carry on and expand its work. This proposal was 
approved. 


In the afternoon, a discussion, based on a paper written 
by the Segan Ba-Koach, Chaver -B. Cherrick, took place 
on the work of the movement since the outbreak of war. 

A Hebrew session followed, at which Chaver Yehuda 
Goodman, Ba-Koach, Liverpool Peleg, described his recent 
visit to Eretz Yisrael as one of the group of Habonim 
scholarship-holders. 


The concluding part of the agenda was a general exchange 


of views by chaverim on “ The Place of Palestine in Our 
Life To-day.” 


After the conference, the delegates attended a Neshef 
held at 3, Heywood Street, Manchester, 8 (by permission 
of Mr. and Mrs. Epstein). 


TORAH VA’AVODAH’S POLICY 
RESOLUTIONS 


_Pro-British But Anti-White Paper 


Resolutions emphasising the solidarity of the Jewish 

» people’ with the British Empire and its Allies and con- 
demning the Palestine White Paper policy and measures 
taken to implement it were adopted at the annual con- 
ference of the Torah Va'Avodah Organisation of Great 
Britain and Ireland, held in the Conference Room of 
the Grand Order of Israel Institute, Adler Street, 
London, E-t. 

The resolutions also condemned the issuance of a 
Palestine immigration schedule limited to non-Jews and 
protested against the severity of the sentences imposed 
on the two groups of ‘young Jewish men and women 
arrested in Palestine. 

Unity with the “heroic Chaverim” of the Hapoel 
Hamizrachi, greetings to the Yishuv, a message of sym- 
pathy for Jews under the Nazi regime, and condemna- 
tion of the ghetto State in the Lublin area as “a devilsh 
design ” were voiced in other resolutions. 

The conference requested the Jewish Agency to 
arrange “ adequate contact” with the Torah Va'Avodah 
Organisation for information and ‘consultation, and 
requested its Executive body to seek the formation of 
a consultative committee representing all parties to co- 
ordinate political activity. 


Maintaining Rights in Palestine 


Reporting to the conference on behalf of the Political 
Department of the Jewish Agency, the Rev. M. L., 
Perlzweig declared that the Jewish people everywhere, 
.and especially in Palestine, were participating in the 
Struggle against Nazi aggression and would continue to 
do so, but that did not mean they were willing to yield 
by as much as a hair’s breadth their nghts in Palestine. 

So far as the Jewish Agency was concerned, he said, 
its desire at this moment was to be able to place at the 
disposal of the Mandatory Power and the Allied Govern- 
ments Jewish units which would be thrown into the 
struggle wherever needed. During the past three or 
four months they had been closely pressing the author- 
ities to accept this offer, but so far it had not been 
accepted. They were hopeful that the time would come 

wwhen the desire of the Jewish people to participate in 
the struggle against the common enemy would find 
fulfilment. 

Commenting on the political situation, he expressed 
the belief that Dr. Weizmann’s departure for America 
could be taken as an indication that the situation was 
not as acute as it had been.

It was his intention to organise groups 
in provincial towns to which supporters had been evacuated, and 
the first step would be taken at Brighton. It was decided to 
open an East London Office at 214, Whitechapel Road, at 
which Rabbi Braunrot would be in attendance and a lecture 
room and reading and writing rooms would be available.

MR. ISRAEL COHEN’S 
GOOD-BYE 


Farewell Luncheon 


TRIBUTES FROM COLLEAGUES 


Tributes to Mr. Israel Cohen, who is leaving the ser- 
vice of the Zionist Organisation and of the Jewish 
Agency, after thirty years’ service, were lavishly paid 
at a luncheon which was given in his honour-on Tues- 
day at the West Central Rooms, Noel Street, W.1. 

A large number of messages were received including 
one from Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 

Professor S. Brodetsky, representing the Zionist Execu- 
tive, spoke of the many important missions which Mr. 
Israel Cohen had undertaken for the Zionist cause, 
recalling, in particular, the visit he had paid to the 
Antipodes. Israel Cohen had, in fact, been one of the 
premier civil servants of the Zionist Movement over a 
period of thirty years. One of the greatest difficulties 
of Jewish life in general, he said, was the lack of proper 
conditions for civil servants. Jews who were engaged 
in Jewish service were always at very great personal 
disadvantage compared with, say, British civil servants 
or civil servants in other countries. 

In Mr. Israel Cohen they had a man who had not 
only rendered signal service to the Zionist Organisation, 
but had become one of the best known Jewish authors 
in this country and had written a number of books 
which had had a very wide vogue, while for the Zionist 
Organisation itself he had written a number of pam- 
phiets and booklets which had been of great tmport- 
ance for their propaganda work and their political 
struggle. He had also taken a prominent part in the 
life of the Board of Deputies and other organisations. 
In fact, they saw in him not a civil servant in the ordin- 
ary sense, but a man of outstanding personality who had 
given himself to the Jewish people without stint. 

Professor Brodetsky also spoke of the important ser- 
vices which Mrs. Cohen had rendered to the Zionist 
cause. 

Mr. Berl Locker said he felt certain that Mr. Cohen 
was not going to retire, but was simply going to take 
a “ *busman’s holiday.” 


Conviction and Predilection: 


Mr. J. Hodess, speaking on behalf of the staff, said they 
had the satisfaction of knowing that Mr. Cohen was 
not really leaving his work—neither his Zionist nor 
literary work—he was merely leaving office. Mr. 
Cohen, said Mr. Hodess, was 4 Zionist by conviction and 
a writer by predilection, who had used his pen on every 
possible accasion to advance the Zionist cause. They 
would miss his ready knowledge and co-operation, and 
he would miss friends of many years’ standing. 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, speaking on behalf of 
‘the Zionist Federation, recalled Mr. Cohen’s contri- 
bution to the Zionist cause in the early days of the 
ne in this country, and paid tribute to his late 
ather. ‘ 

Mr. Cohen, in replying, said he felt it would be unfair 
if he did not say that he had gained from the Zionist 
Movement far more than he had given to it* Thanks to 
his official connection with the Movement, he had been 
able to see far more of the Jewish world and the world 
in general than it was given to most Jews to see. His 
journeys had taken him to communities of fellow-Jews 
in most parts of the world. 

In his career he had had to play many parts. Among 
them all he found that the most exacting and perhaps 
also the most adventurous, was the part of the collector 
of funds. The collecting was hard enough. But the 
remitting of the money to London was even still more 
difficult, especially from countries where currency 
restrictions prevailed. 

After Mr. Cohen had recounted the many changes 
which had taken place — vast, fundamental, historic 
changes — since he first entered the service of the 
Zionist Movement, he said that his work had always 
been a labour of love and he hoped there had never 
been a case of love’s labour lost. 

Mr. Cohen said he would continue to do whatever 
he could and in whatever measure he could for the 
Zionist cause. He paid tribute to the work of his wife, 
and said that if at any time his servicés were again 
required for any particular task, whether for the Zionist 
Organisation or for any of its affiliated institutions, he 
would always be prepared to say “330 ; 


In a letter to Mr. Cohen, Dr. Chaim Weizmann wrote: 

“ My colleagues and I desire to convey to you their sincere 
appreciation of the devoted service that you have given to the 
Zionist Organisation and the Zionist cause for so many years 
and in so many fields. In addition to your work in this office, 
you have brought the Zionist idea to Jews in many countries 
and defended our cause, both m person and by your pen, before 
the bar of English public opinion. The contribution you have 
thus made to Zionist history has been a truly remarkable one 
and will long be remembered ; our grateful thanks go out to you 
for these many years of loyal service. 
serve the cause, and trust that whenever occasion may arise 
we may still have the benefit of your great experience and high 
abilities.

Annual Meeting at Leeds 
WIDE SCOPE OF AGENDA 


Board of Deputies Criticised 


(From a Correspondent) 


The Annual Conference of the Inter-University 
Jewish’ Federation was held last week at Brandsby 
Lodge, Chapeltown Road, Leeds. There was a very full 
representation of delegates from Aberystwyth, Cam- 
bridge, Glasgow, Leeds, Leicester, Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Oxford, and Reading. 

Professor S. Brodetsky opened the Conference. 


Reports were presented by the Chairman (Mr. B. 
Flienbogen) and the Hon. Secretary (Dr. D. Tabor), and 
representatives from individual Societics reported on the 
positions of their constituent bodies. Most of them had 
been affected in one way or another by the war. — The 
London Society had been complecc'v broken up, but the 
University College (London) Jewish Society was functioning 
valiantly m Aberystwyth. In Oxtord and Cambridge, 
London students were being drawn into the local Societies. 
On the whole, Societies had rapidly readjusted themselves 
to the new conditions and were showing appreciable activity, 
though the difficulties were often great. 

fhe Glasgow delegate reported on the occurrence of 
anti-Semitism in the Universuy, and methods of combating 
it were discussed... A. resolution accepiing the affiliation of 
the Reading Society, represented ‘or the first time at the 
Conference, was unanimously passed. 

In the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. M. Melzack, on 
active service, his report was read by Mr. Goldwater. 
Although the Fecerstion had a little money in hand, tt said, 
it would need as much outside financial support as could 
be obtained if it were to be abie to cope with its acivities 
during the war. 


Hebrew University Appeal 


Mr_M. Makin presented a report on the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. Appeal Nearly £25 had been raised by Societies 
during the last year and it was unanimousiy agreed that 
the Federation should ratse more money in the coming 
vear. 

In the unavoidable absence of the Foreign Secretary, 
Mr. W. Rudoe, his report was read by Mr. Goldwater. 
Most of the work of this department had been concerned 
with the reconstitution of the World Union of Jewish 
Students. The Foreign Secretary had been elected Treasurer 
of the Union. As a result of the war the Union had 
transferred its offices from Paris to New York. The Con- 
feretice proposed that a European office should be created, 
preferably in a neutral country or in Palestine. 

A resolution dealing with the position of Jews in Nazi 
Poland was passed unanimously, and it was agreed to send 
ui to the Board of Deputies, the Jewish Agency, the. Polish 
Ambassador in England, the Potish Foreign. Secretary, and 
the British Ambassador to Poland. Another resolution 
expressed the deepest sympathy with Czech students. 

Support was pledged for the International Student Ser- 
vice, following the reading of a report on its work, from 
Mr. J. D. M. Blok, absemt on active service. 

A tull discussion on the position of the Board of 
Deputies in the Community was initiated by Dr. David 
labor, and the following resolutions were finally passed: 

“ This Conference records with uneasiness the poor attend- 
ance of representatives at recent mectings of the Board and 
suggests some censtitutiional formulation be devised to remedy 
this state of affairs.” 

* This Conference urges the Board to reconsider the system of 
representation on the Council of the Board, with a view to 
extending repre entation on. the Board, so as to make it more 
truly representative of the Community 

In this connection a sub-committee consisting of Messrs. 
R. Powell, A. Fishman, and R. Goldwater was set up and 
it was suggested that circulars be sent to local Societies 
suggesting that they arrange discussions on the Board of 
Deputies. Professor Brodetsky’s election to the Presidency 
of the Board was warmly welcomed. 


Jewish Defence 


Mr. R. Goldwater opened a discussion on Jewish Defence 
and a resolution was agreed to urging a'l societies to report 
any sign of anti-Semitism in their respective Universities 
or towns to the Education Secretary of the Federation, and 
to take appropriate steps to bring such developments to 
the notice of their respective Societies and Univefsity 
authorities. 


A report by Mr. M. Makin on the education work in the 


Federation during the past year showed that this department 
had been extremely active. 

After some discussion i* was agreed that the Annual 
Essay Competition be temporarily discontinued but that 
attempts should be made to produce a _ periodical by the 
Federation, either jointly with the Youth Institute or alone. 

On the motion of Dr. Tabor the following resolution was 
passed : 

“ This Conference welcomes the establishment of a Careers 
Advice Bureau in THe Jewish CnHronicte and pledges the 
co-operation of the Federation in any activity in this connec- 
tion that it may be able to undertake. This Conference recom- 


mends that a full review be made of Jews in the professions . 


with reference to their local concentrations.” 
A lively and fruitful discussion on Jewish education as 
a result of war conditions was opened by Mr. R. Goldwater, 


and among several resolutions passed was one which, while 
stating that the Conference fully realised the difficult nature 
of the problems brought about by evacuation, urged the 
Board of Deputies to face them with imagination and 
energy. It pledged the Conference's own support, and a 
further resolution urged the Board to make a public appeal 
for funds for Jewish education, especially appealing to 
the United Synagogue, the Federation of Synagogues, and 
other communal organisations. 

The Conference, regretting the failure of the Jewish 
authorities to invite a representative from the Federation 
to serve on the Emergency Committee for Jewish Educa- 
tion, called upon that Committee to co-opt a Federation 
renresentative forthwith. 

Habonim received a tribute for its work among evacuees, 
and Constituent Societies of the Federation were urged to 
help in organising Jewish children,in their localities. 

The incoming Education Secretary was instructed to 
co-operate with the Jewish Youth Institute, andvother bodies 
prepared to assist in that work, In preparing a survey of 
the position of Jewish education in this country. 

THe JewisH CHRONICLE was urged in a further resolution 
to begin as soon as possible the Hebrew courses originally 
planned before the outbreak of war. 

Mr. M. Lyons. the Registrar, gave a report on the work 
of his department, and it was agreed that a register be 
compiled of all Jewish students in this country engaged in 
military service. 


Gratitude to President Roosevelt 


In the fourth (and last) session, a discussion on refugees 
was opened by Dr. fabor, and in .he resolutions passed 
gratitude was expressed to the President of the United States 
of America for the courageous lead he had given towards 
the solution of that teeent and growimg probiem. 

It was also hoped 4 ey the British and French Govern- 
ments would reconsider sympathetically the long-range 
proposals made by President RooSevelt for the settlement 
of thousands of homeless refugees; and in particular the 
deep conviction was expressed that, as the Mandatory 
Power for Palestine, the British Government would realise 
the special. place that Palestine must hold in any solution 
of the Jewish problem. 

It was reported that the last Summer School had been a 
great success financially and sociaily, and a_ particular 
tribute was paid to the Host and Hostess, Mr. and Mrs. R. 
Powell. A sub-committee was set up to investigate the 
possibijities of holding a Schoot during the coming-year. 

Ihe Conference passed a resolution expressing its warm 
admiration of the Yishuv.in heroically continuing 44 work 
of settlement and absorption of refugees during the past 
year, and calling upon the immediate and maximum sup- 
port of English and American Jewry +o enable the Yishuv 
to overcome its present difficulties. 

The small part plaved by Palestinian students in England 
in Jewish student affairs was deplored, and it was agreed 
to send a resolution on the subject to the leading Pales- 
tinian newspapers, 

Promising its fullest co-operation, the Conference wel- 
comed the creation of the Universities’ Zionist Council.

Council was held after the I.U.J.F. Conference. Dr. D. 
Tabor, Acting Chairman of the Council, presided, and 
opened the deliberations in Hebrew. 

Reports on the position oi Zionist work in local Societies 
were given by representatives from Aberystwyth, Cam- 
bridge, Glasgow, Leeds, Leicester, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Oxford, and Reading. 

A discussion on practical work was opened by the Chair- 
man and dealt with the education of student Zionists. forms 
of propaganda amongst non-Zionist students, and debates 
and discussions with non-Jewish student bodies. 

Many practical suggestions which arose from the discus- 
sion are to be incorporated in a circular to be sent to all 
Jewish student groups in the country. ; 

A resolution was passed expressing appreciation of the 
contribution being made by the English Chalutzim in Pales- 
tine to the upbuilding of the Yishuv, and asking student 
societies to support financially the Anglo-Baltic Kibbutz.

Obituary 


MR. AUGUSTUS YORKE 
Partner in “ Potash and Perimutter ” 


Mr. Augustus Yorke, the American-Jewish actor, who 
was best known in this country as the creator of “ Abe 
Potash” with his partner, Mr. Robert Leonard, in the 
comedy, “ Potash and ferlmutter, died last week in 
Hollywood, after a ‘ong illness, at che age of seventy- 
seven. Mr. Montague Glass was the author of the play, 
which ran for 665 performances, and was first produced 
at the Queen's Theatre, London, in April, 1914. Mr. 
Yorke also appeared, in 1916, in the sequel, “ Potash 
and Perlmutter in Society,” which had.a run of 192 
performances, and in “Partners Again,” a further 
version of the quarrelsome Jewish partners. 

The deceased made his first appearance at the Victoria, 
New York, in February, 1901, in “My Lady.” He toured 
in American vaudeville for years, and was then in “ Bankers 
and Brokers.” In 1915 he was seen at the Coliseum as 
Isador Goldstein in “In Lingerie,” at the Chiswick Empire 
in “ Isadore, You Tell Her,” at the London Opera House 
in “ The Other Bing Boys” At the Savoy in 1919 he was 
cast in .yet another Potash play, “ Business Before 
Pleasure,” and after tourmg South Africa and the English 
Provinces he was seen again in 1932 in “ Potash and Perl- 
mutter” when the play was revived at Streatham Hill and 
at the Gaiety. In the following year Mr. Yorke played 
David Shapiro in “If | Were You” at the Shaftesbury 
Theatre.

The Swansea Jewish Community has suffered a grievous 
loss in the passing of Mr. Michael Jacobs, J.P, He was 
a man of great personal charm, who, oy his upright way 
of living and kindly disposition, helped materially to build 
up a good name for the Jewish people in Swansea. He 
was regarded with affection by all sections of the people 
of his native town, and was many years ago appointed a 
Magistrate. He had faithfully served the Hebrew Con- 
gregation, and had held the offices of President and 
Treasurer. As Chairman of the Cemetery Building Fund, he 
was one of those responsible for the purchasing and laying 
Gut of new ground and the building of a large wall around © 
the Cemetery. Mr. Jacobs took a keen interest in refugee 
work. and was President of the local Refugees Committee. 
He was one of those rare personalities who felt honoured 
by.a caller for charity. His eldest son was killed in action 
in the Great War. The sympathy of the Community 1s 
extended to his widow, son (now an officer in the Welch 
Regiment), and family. 


DR. WILHELM NEUMANN 
A Victim of Nazi Oppression 


Dr. Wilhelm Neumann, a distinguished specialist in 
cardiac disorders, died last Friday in Leamington, at the 
age of 55. Four months ago he came to England in 
order to avoid the internment of himself and his family 
in a German concentration camp. Hts ‘wife, who had 
escaped to Italy, joined her husband in Leamington five 
weeks ago. 

The deceased was‘ a pupil of Professor Albert 
Fraenkel, a famous heart specialist, of Heidelberg and 
Badenweiler, and had practised extensively both at 
Baden Baden and on the Italian Riviera. He was a 
member of the International Association of Medical 
Hydrology, and had written thirty books on heart and 
rheumatic diseases. 


DARLINGTON BROTHERS’ TRAGIC DEATH 


As the result of an. accident during the black-out on 
Wednesday evening in last week, when the saloon car in 
which they were travelling collided head-on with a lorry 
near Chilton, on the North Road, Harold A. Musgrave, 
twenty-four, of Victoria Road, Darlington, was killed, and 
his brother, Stanley, twenty, died three days later in the 
Durham County Hospital. Alfred Marks, Flora Marks, 
and Cyril Ezra, who were in the car, were seriously injured.

Making Our Future Leaders 
YOUTH INSTITUTE’S SCHEME 


Conferences of Habonim and 
Torah Va’Avodah © 


Just before the war, the Jewish Youth Institute, in 
co-operation with the Joint Committee for Youth Affairs in 
Jerusalem, had completed its plans for a Palestine Fellow- 
ship Scheme. This was to provide a number of Jewish youth 
leaders with the opportunity of spending a year in Palestine 
to study the problems of the country and watch its up- 
building at first hand, so that they could come back to this 
country to share their experiences and bring home the 
realities of Palestine and the problems of Zionism to the 
Jewish youth here. Candidates for the scheme were already 
being considered when war broke out, and the plan had to 
be postponed. 


The Institute felt, however, that if the youth leaders could 


not go to Palestine at the moment, an attempt should be 
made to bring Palestine to them. The Institute has, there- 
fore, set in motion a new scheme. This provides for the 
establishment of a Seminar for Youth, in which a series 
of courses and lectures on Jewish problems, Zionism, and 


youth movements will combine the authoritativeness of a 


university course with the vitality of a youth movement. 
What the Courses Cover 


The programme is intended to cover courses on the history 
of the Jews, post-war Zionism, present-day Palestine, world 
Jewry between two wars, Jewish youth movements, and 
practical training. Each of the above-mentioned courses 
will contain from six to eight lectures to be given by the 
best authorities in England. A library is being compiled. 
Hebrew is not included in this Seminar because the Institute 
is attending to this matter through the L.C.C. Hebrew 
Classes, and is organising special classes in the Provinces. 

The Seminar will be conducted for the benefit of specially 
selected candidates. All Jewish youth movements and 
organisations are invited to submit immediately a list of 
their members whom they regard as suitable candidates for 
leadership, bearing in mind that the aim of the Seminar is 
to educate a new generation of younger leaders, who will 
devote themselves to Jewish and Zionist activity during the 
war. Membership ‘will be strictly limited, and candidates 
should therefore be listed according to priority. 


No Tuition F ee 


No tuition fee will be charged, but there will be a nominal 
registration fee of 2s. 6d. 

The courses, starting this month, have been arranged to 
take place every Sunday between 10 a.m. and | p.m. at 
the Institute. Arrangements are being made for the 
Provinces to participate and gain the benefit of this Seminar 
by correspondence courses. For all further details, 
individuals and organisations are asked to communicate with 
the Jewish Youth Institute, 67, Great Russell Street, W.C.1.

HABONIM MEMBERS TO TAX 
THEMSELVES 


Training Courses Advocated 


[From our Correspondent— MANCHESTER] 


Chaverim from Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool, Wallasey, 
Sunderland, Newcastle, Glasgow, and London attended a 
provincial conference of Habonim at Maccabean Hall, 
Cheetham Hill Road, Manchester, on Sunday. 

The morning session centred round a’ report on the work 
of the movement during the past year, given by the Ba- 
Koach, Chaver J. C. Gilbert. He urged the establishment 
without delay of Rashim training courses in Hebrew, 
Jewish history and other subjects which figure in the 
curriculum of Gedudim, so as to ensure that a higher 
standard of Jewish knowledge would be imparted to the 
Bonim and Bonoth. He doubted whether the present-day 
Rashim felt a personal responsibility towards their Gedudim 
which was equal to that. of the Rashim of five and more 
years ago, and it was therefore imperative that they should 
immediately engage in more intensive work, even if it meant 
more and more self-sacrifice. Several speakers in the 
ensuing discussion supported this suggestion of the Ba- 
Koach, which will now be elaborated by Merkaz. 

It was pointed out by several Chaverim that the financial 
poses of the Movement was very precarious. Habonim's 

udget for 5700 was £1,600, towards which they had a grant 
of £500 from the Jewish National Fund and £100 from the 
Zionist. Federation. Owing to the war, no camp would be 

this year, and an important source of revenue would 
thus be cut off. : 


Pending further financial support from the community, 


Chaver Aryeh Temkin (Bangor) suggested the self-taxation 
of all members of the movement, in order to assist Habonim 
to carry on and expand its work. This proposal was 
approved. 

In the afternoon, a discussion, based on a paper written 
by the Segan Ba-Koach, Chaver B. Cherrick, took place 
on the work of the movement since the outbreak of war. 

A Hebrew session followed, at which Chaver Yehuda 
Goodman, Ba-Koach, Liverpool Peleg, described his recent 
visit to Eretz Yisrael as one of the group of Habonim 
scholarship-holders. 


The concluding part of the agenda was a general exchange 


' of views by chaverim on “ The Place of Palestine in Our 


Life To-day.” 
After the conference, the delegates attended a Neshef

TORAH VA’AVODAH’S POLICY 
RESOLUTIONS 


Pro-British But Anti-White Paper 


Resolutions emphasising the solidarity of the Jewish 
people with the British Empire and its Allies and con- 
demning the Palestine White Paper policy and measures 
taken to implement it were adopted at the annual con- 
ference of the Torah Va’Avodah Organisation of Great 
Britain and Ireland, held in the Conference Room of 
the Grand Order of Israel Institute, Adler Street, 
London, E.1. 

The resolutions. also condemned the “fssuance of a 
Palestine immigration schedule limited to non-Jews and 
protested against the severity of the sentences imposed 
on the two groups of young Jewish men and women 
arrested in Palestine. 

Unity with the “heroic Chaverim”™ of the Hapoel 
Hamizrachi, greetings to the Yishuv, a message of sym- 
pathy for Jews under the Nazi regime, and condemna- 
tion of the ghetto State in the Lublin area as “a devilsh 
design ” were votced in other resolutions. 


The conference requested the Jewish Agency to 


arrange “ adeqtiate contact” with the Torah Va’Avodah 
Organisation for information and consultation, and 


requested its Executive body to seek the formation of 


a consultative committee representing all parties to co- 
ordinate political activity. 


Maintaining Rights in Palestine 


Reporting to the conference on behalf of the Political 
Department of the Jewish Agency, the Rev. M. L. 
Perlzweig declared that the Jewish people everywhere, 
and especially in Palestine, were participating in. the 
struggle against Nazi aggression and would continue to 
do so, but that did not mean they were willing to yield 
by as much as a hair’s breadth their rights in Palestine. 

. So far as the Jewish Agency was concerned, he said, 
its desire at this moment.was to be able to place at the 
disposal of the Mandatory Power and the Allied Govern- 
ments Jewish units which would be thrown into the 
struggle wherever needed. During the past three or 
four months they had been closely pressing the author- 
ities to accept this offer, but so far it had not been 
accepted. They were hopeful that the time would come 
when the desire of the Jewish people to participate in 
the struggle against the common enemy would find 
fulfilment. 

Commenting on the political situation, he expressed 
the belief that Dr. Weizmann’s departure for America 
could be taken as an indication that the situation was 
not as acute as it had been.

MR. ISRAEL COHEN’S 
GOOD-BYE 


Faréwell Luncheon 


TRIBUTES FROM COLLEAGUES 


Tributes to Mr. Israel Cohen, who is leaving the ser- 
vice of the Zionist Organisation and of the Jewish 
Agency, after thirty years’ service, were lavishly paid 
at a luncheon which was given in his honour on Tues- 
day at the West Central Rooms, Noel Street, W.1. 

A large number of messages were received including 
one from Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 

Professor S. Brodetsky, representing the Zionist Execu- 
tive, spoke of the many important missions which Mr. 
Israel Cohen had undertaken for the Zionist cause, 
recalling, in particular, the visit he had paid to the 
Antipodes. Israel Cohen had, in fact, been one of the 
premier civil servants of the Zionist Movement over a 
period of thirty years. One of the greatest difficulties 
of Jewish life in general, he said, was the lack of proper 
conditians for civil servants. Jews who were engaged 
in Jewish service were always at very great personal 
disadvantage compared with, say, British civil ‘Servants 
or civil servants in other countries. 

In-Mr. Israel Cohen they had a man who had not 
only rendered signal service to the Zionist Organisation, 
but had become one of the best known Jewish authors 
m this country and had written a number of books 
which had had a very wide vogue, while for the Zionist 
Organisation itself he had written a number of pam- 
phiets and booklets which had been of great import- 
ance for their propaganda work and their political 
struggle. He had also taken a prominent part in the 
life of ‘the Board of Deputies and other organisations. 
In fact, they saw in him not a civil servant in the ordin- 
ary sense, but a man of outstanding personality who had 
given himself to the Jewish people without stint. 

Professor Brodetsky also spoke of the important ser- 
vices which Mrs. Cohen had rendered to the Zionist 
cause. 

Mr. Berl Locker said he felt certain that Mr. Cohen 
Was not going to retire; but-was simply going to take 
a “ ‘busman’s holiday.” 


Conviction and Predilection 


Mr. J. Hodess, speaking on behalf of the staff, said they 
had the satisfaction of knowing that Mr. Cohen was 
not really leaving his work—neither his Zionist nor 
literary work—he was merely leaving office. Mr. 
Cohen, said Mr. Hodess, was a Zionist by conviction and 
a writer by predilection, who had used his pen on every 
possible occasion to advance the Zionist cause. They 
would miss his ready knowledge and co-operation, and 
he would miss friends of many years’ standing. 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, speaking on behalf »>f 
the Zionist Federation, recalled Mr. Cohen’s co.....- 
bution to the Zionist cause in the early days of the 
an in this country, and paid tribute to his late 
ather. 

Mr. Cohen, in replying, said he felt it would be unfair 
if he did ngt say that he had gained from the Zionist 
Movement far more than he had given to it. Thanks to 
his official connection with the Movement, he had been 
able to see far more of the Jewish world and the world 
in general than it was given to most Jews to see. His 
journeys had taken him to communities of fellow-Jews 
in most parts of the world. 

‘In his career he had had to play many parts. Among 
them all he found that the most exacting and perhaps 
also the most adventurous, was the part of the collector 
of funds. The collecting was hard enough. But the 
remitting of the money to London was even still more 
difficult, especially from countries where currency 
restrictions prevailed. 

After Mr. Cohen had recounted the many changes 
which had taken place — vast, fundamental, historic 
changes — since he first entered the service of the 
Zionist Movement, he said that his work had always 
been a labour of love and he hoped there had never 
been a case of love’s labour lost. 

Mr. Cohen said he would continue to do whatever 
he could and in whatever measure he could for the 
Zionist cause. He paid tribute to the work of his wife, 
and said that if at any time his services were again 
required for any particular task, whether for the Zionist 
Organisation Or for any of its affiliated institutions, he 
would always be prepared to say ‘330 


In a letter to Mr. Cohen, Dr. Chaim Weizmann wrote: 

“ My colleagues and I desire to convey to you their sincere 
appreciation of the devoted service that you have given to the 
Zionist Organisation and the Zionist cause for so many years 
and in so many fields. In addition to your work in this office, 
you have brought the Zionist idea to Jews in many countries 
and defended our cause, both m person and by your pen, before 
the bar of English public opinion. The contribution you have 
thus made to Zionist history has been a truly remarkable one 
and will long be remembered ; our grateful thanks go out to you 
for these many years of loyal service. 

“We deeply appreciate, too, your kind offer to continue to 
serve the cause, and trust that whenever occasion may arise 
we may still have the benefit of your great experience and high 
abilities. 3

YISHUV’S PRECARIOUS UNITY 
Spirit of Solidarity Lacking 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


It wauld be a pity if the measure of unity achieved by 
the adherence of Revisionists to the Vaad Leumi should 
now be jettisoned by short-sighted methods of dealing 
with the inevitable problems arising. x 

Unity in the Yishuy is at present more essential than 
at any previous period, if that were possible, owing to 
the anomalous position which the cigcumstances of war 
have created. None can begin to comprehend the extent 
of the pressure now exerted upon Jewish residents of 
Eretz Yisrael by the hundreds. of thousands of their 
relatives and kin abroad, especially in occupied 
territories. 

The establishment of a strong organisation, repre- 
semuative of every section of Palestine Jewry, is a pre- 
requisite not only in connection with the dictates of war 
but also the looming problems of peace. That necessity 
was foreseen by Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg when, in assum- 
ing the Presidency of the Vaad Leumi, he announced 


his intention of seeking to unify the various partisan 
groups and sections of the Yishuv. But Mr. Rutenberg 
hinted at the colossal task when, the other day, on being 
urged to cut across party lines in forging a new 
organism, he remarked: “It was not I but the public 
who created these parties.” 

it is not suggested that the majority elements on the 
coalition Vaad Leumi should concede what they consider 
their vital rights, but it is obvious that some adjustments 
are needed to further common interests. The Revisionist 
representatives claim that they have been placed in the 
invidious position after having agreed to co-operation, of 
having to submit to imposed decisions in the formulation 
of which they are not or are only perfunctorily consultec. 

The Labour view is that the Revisionists have brought 
an unduly obstinate attitude to bear in their relations with 
the rest of the Yishuv. Cannot some compromise be found 
between these opposite ideologies on the basis of the 
genuine interests of the Jewish people as a national comity.

PALESTINE JEWRY PUZZLED 


-Mandatory’s Strange Policy 


BRITAIN’S REAL INTERESTS 
DISREGARDED 


Appeasement of-Sworn Enemies 
SUPPRESSION OF TRUSTED FRIENDS 


\From a Correspondent) 


One of the official publications of the Zionist Execu- 
tive stated recently that “ political developments in the 
Mediterranean make it at least highly improbable that 
there will be any fighting in the neighbourhood of 
Palestine.” 

But there are also developments which point to the 
contrary. 

A careful study of the present military situation and 
of political conditions in the Middle-East — the unceas- 
ing preparations of Great Britain, France, and Turkey, 
and the political activities in Cairo, Jerusalem, Beirut, 
and Baghdad—-strengthen the impression that any aggres- 
sion on the Balkan countries, a likely development in 
the war situation. will result in an extended conflagra- 
tion in the Near East. Recent comments of the Italian 
Press, the continuous activity of Nazi agitators and 
propagandists in the Middle East, and the venomous 
Arab broadcasts from Berlin only confirm the fears 
of those who believe that the Mediterranean regions 
may become an area of serious military operations. 


The War'‘and Palestie 


With the almost unavoidable extension of the hostili- 
ties beyond the Western Front area (Fifdland is an 
example), Palestine and her neighbours are very likely 
to be involved one day in the struggle. The more neces- 
sary is it, therefore, to keep Palestine under constant 
consideration and not to bury our heads in the sand 
rather than face up to the true conditions-in that coun- 
try—conditions for which the Colonial Secretary and 
the present Administration are largely responsible. : 

The deterioration of internal relations in Palestine and 
the rapidly growing dissatisfaction on the part of the 
most progressive and efficient section of the population 
may weli become, if it is not stopped in time, a grave 
danger and a hindrance, instead of a priceless bulwark 
should armed conflict develop in that area. It is no 
use hiding the facts. The situation in Palestine is, 
quietly and stealthily, becoming exceedingly dangerous. 


Disturbing Features 


The present conditions are on all sides very per- 
plexing. Much of what happens is baffling—bewilder- 
ing. It is almost impossible to discern the motives 
behind the actions of the Palestine Government, which 
are- fostering trritation and unrest. But it would be 
doing the worst service to Great Britain and the Empire 
to seek to conceal these matters. There are a great 
many features concerning Palestine which demand 
thorough and prompt investigation. The following list 
contains some of the most obvious: 


(1) The continued artificial limitation of Jewish 
immigration, at the very time when it is a vital interest 
for England to increase the anti-Nazi manpower in 
the country. 

(2) The encouragement by the Government, some- 
times clandestinely, sometimes openly, of the return 
to Palestine of Arab agitators and anti-British propa- 
gandists, many of whom were fighting the British 
troops not long ago and are well known to be still 
in active contact with Britain’s enemies. 

(3) The renewed Arab terrorism which, despite the 
declarations of loyalty on the part of a few Arab 
circles, is tending to increase. 

(4) The punishment of members of Jewish defence 
organisations (both men and women), whose gallant 
co-operation, only a short while ago, was welcomed 
by the British troops in re-establishing law and order 
in thé country 

(S)-Rhe stealthy and continuous implementing of 
the provisions of the White Paper, in spite of the 
solemnly agreed truce between the Zionists and the 
Mandatory Power. 3 

(6) The hostility on the part of the Administration 
towards the Jewish desire to fight with the Allies. 
Palestine Jews who wish to contribute to Great 
Britain’s armed forces—to offer their fighting services 
not as individuals but as a people—are met with 
rejection. 

(7) The incomprehensible inertia of the Palestine 
Administration in the face of economic crisis and 
depression in the country; -nd the absence of any 
measures worthy of the name to prevent economic 


collapse in one of the most important strategic points 
of the British Empire. 


Everyone knows that the British Government is faced 
with colossal probiems and that it has to weigh with

the utmost care every factor in every aspect of policy so 
as to avoid, for example, further complications in the 
Middle East. The maintenance of full harmony and 
solidarity of all peoples of the Empire and the careful 
sustenance of friendships with other peoples is no doubt 
the supreme task of the Cabinet at this hour. Yet, 
while giving the fullest weight to all these considera- 
tions, the present policy in Palestine vis-A-vis the Jews 
can only be judged as ill-advised. If jt is not corrected 
it may well ultimately produce the most undesirable re- 
percussions in various parts of the world. 


The publication of the immigration schedule for six 
months ending March, 1940, which provides for the 
admission into Palestine of 300 non-Jews only was 
bound to make a most painful impression. It alarmed 
not only the Jews but also the many objective observers 
who look with sympathy on the Jewish efforts to pre- 
vent the annihilation of Jewry in Central Europe. The 
schedule is contrary to the provisions of the Mandate 
and is highly discriminatory against the Jews. In the 
light of recent international developments, this clos- 
ing of Palestine doors cannot fail to have a most 
undesirable effect on Jewish public opinion: because 
no consideration of political expediency can be made 
to seem to justify such a ruthless treatment of the victims 
of Nazi brutality. 


Plight of Barred Immigrants 


The reports from Rumania and Yugoslavia describing 
the terrible plight of thousands of Jews who were driven 
from their countries and are now trying to go to Pales- 
tine from the harbours of the Black Sea are quite shock- 
ing. Their fate constitutes a flagrant contradiction of 
the solemn official declarations of sympathy with Jewish 
suflering. The astonishing thing is that the Jewish people 
haS managed up to now to face this situation passively 
and that the leaders of the Zionist Movement have not 


_ sought to enlist the conscience of the world in this respect. 


And all the time a considerable number of those very 
Arabs who took up arms against the Mandatory Power 
are being suffered to return quietly to Palestine. Whether 
this is a result of a sub rosa agreement concluded with 
the Supreme Arab Council, or of a political compromise 
reached in Baghdad, or of some form of amnesty for the 
Arab rebels, it is difficult to find out. No particular 
manifestations of a sincere change of heart on the part 
of the Arab rebels and of their genuine sympathy with 
the Allies can be “recorded. On the contrary, it is 
known that they have most certainly not given up their 
plans and ambitions. The FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG, for 
instance, reports on December i7 that Arab students 
are still in Germany and that the “ Arbeitsgemeinschaft 
fiir arabische Lebensfragen” at the University of. Jena 
continues its activity. There are, indeed, many indica- 
tions in the German Press that the close contact between 
the German Foreign Office and certain Palestine Arab 
leaders ts being fully maintained. 


Trouble-Makers Awaiting Their Chance 


lt is true the Mufti himself is still kept out of Pales- 
tine. But he remains the head of the Supreme Arab 
Council; he receives and directs his representatives in 
various countries. His henchmen are back in Palestine, 
and there is little reason to rely on their preserving their 
intention to lie low until the war is over. Certainly 
their activities give little ground for such confidence. 

Actually one of the first results of the amnesty has 
been the recurrence of Arab terror. Small bands of 
terrorists and bandits, of whom many have been recog- 
nised as having returned from Syria, are again active, 
Twice, as officially reported, there have been serious 
engagements between the troops and the bandits. On 
December 6 five Arab bandits were killed, including 
the notorious gang-leader Mohamed Hamdam,; and on 
December 17 five other Arabs were killed, including their 
leader. 

In contrast with leniency towards the Arabs, the 
severe sentences passed upon Jews who have been 
accused of possessing arms and training for defence are 
quite glaring. 

No wonder the Yishuv is bewildered. Palestine 
Jewry is getting more and more restive as it becomes 
more impossible to understand British policy in 
Palestine. 

The recent trials have raised the question of the 
future of Jewish self-defence in Palestine. There 
was a time when the existence of Haganah was a 
well-kept secret; though all details were known to the 
proper authorities, who were aware of its purpose. 
During the Arab rebellion Haganah acted almost 
openly, often co-operating with the military forces and 
the police. Many of these brave men gave their lives 
in the service of the country and its security. Why, 
then, this sudden change in the attitude of the authori- 
ties towards these defence training organisations? Why 
the severe sentences? Why now a systematic prosecu- 
tion of an organisation which has proved its usefulness 
to the Government? Is its principal object to disarm 
Jews? ° 

Similarly the chilly attitude of the authorities to the 
Zionist proposals to form Jewish units consisting of 
Palestine Jews for service everywhere, including the 


Western Front, has had a most deplorable effect on the 
Jews both in Palestine and elsewhere. ° 

One thing is certain; that Germany is waging a war 
of extermination against the Jewish people and we are 
not only entitled, but it is our sacred duty, to take up 
arms. The Jews of Palestine cannot be expected to make 
anonymous sacrifices—without making it abundantly 
clear that they are fighting and giving their lives as Jews 
for the great cause. 

It 1s difficult to understand the reasons of those Gov- 
ernments who discourage this burning desire of the Jews 
to play their part as Jews in the struggle. Are a few 
thousands in the Legions of Czechs and Poles (among 
whom, by the way, there are many Jews) of so much more 
a in the conduct of the war than 30,000 young 

ews! 

If this policy is dictated by a desire to prevent un- 
desirable reaction on the part of the Arabs, it is grossly 
mistaken. 

All these problems ought to be thrashed out in public 
and brought fully to the attention of those who are 
shaping the world’s policy. General ignorance of the 
true position in Palestine and of the state of mind of 
world Jewry is largely responsible for this unhealthy 
State of affairs. 


TRADE WITH TURKEY 
Office Opened at Haila 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Dr. Aday, Turkish Commercial Attaché in Caro, 
has spent a few days in Palestine to complete arrangements 
for the opening of a Turkish Commercial Office at Haifa. 
The office, which will serve Transjordan and Syria as 
well, is to assist in promoting Turkish trade relations with 
Near Eastern countries. 

The Turkish Government has agreed to release in cash 
£P.17,000 in frozen credits due to Palestine exporters and 
to lift all restrictions on Palestine goods. Similar arrange- 
ments and facilities are being made with the Lebanon and 
Syria. 

In view of the availability of surplus Turkish shipping, 
it is hoped to arrange for the transport of Palestine citrus 
fruit to the United Kingdom and clsewhere in Europe by 
Turkish vessels. 


Tue Jewish. Agency has sent immigration certificates to a 
number of distinguished Rabbis who have escaped from Poland 
and are now refugees in Lithuania. Among them are Rabbi 
Chaim Ozer Grodzensky, the Rabbj of Midjritz, and the heads 
of the Yeshivot of Mir and_Kletzk.

UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF 


Histadruth to Raise £P.100,000 
GOOD PROSPECTS 


{From our Correspondent—JeERUSALEM] 


The Yishuv -is engaged upon the herculean task of 
mobilising all possible means to grapple with the present 
uncertain economic position and to provide for a major 
alleviation of unemployment. Owing to a number of 
industries and trades, notably building construction, having 
laid off employees, Jewish unemployment has risen from 
some four to five thousand in August to between 15,000 
and 18,000. Labour in the citrus groves has been similarly 
decreased owing to the adverse prospects of the shipping 
season. 

The Council of the Histadruth -decided, at a meeting in 
Jerusalem during the Christmas week-end, to raise 
£P.100,000 during the coming year to provide unemploy- 
ment relief measures, mainly by constructive works. The 
Emergency Tax campaign has launched an appeal for 
£P.130,000 in Tel-Aviv, and similar drives are to be started 
elsewhere. 

Notwithstanding the present inevitable economic setbacks, 
there are excellent industrial prospects, especially with 
neighbours who are seeking to replace the goods they 
formerly bought from Germany and Czechoslovakia. 
Palestine ts destined to capture a large part of this trade, 
especially pharmaceutical products. 

As far as citrus is concerned, efforts are being made to 
induce the British Government to grant Imperial Preference 
to Palestine shipments. This would greatly help the 
harassed growers, faced by mounting sea freight charges 
owing to war-risk insurance. One local Arab paper has 
suggested that the United Kingdom duties might be paid for 
in equivalent quantities of oranges for use by the B.E.F. 
in France. 


THE INDUSTRIAL EXPANSION 
Brush and Bristle Making 
TOYS AND GLASS-PAPER 


(From our Correspondent-—JERUSALEM] 


War-time conditions notwithstanding, Palestine Jewry is 
extending its industrial enterprise in various directions with 
a view to becoming self-supporting. The High Com- 
missioners broadcast in the first month of the war, in 
which he urged the necessity for economic autarchy, has 
been taken to heart as regards both agricultural and 
industrial production, and the results are now perceptible. 

For hundreds of years, bristle-making has been a tradi- 

\ tonal Jewish industry abroad, and its centre in Poland was 
in the small town of Mazaricz. Now one of the leading 
manufacturers there, Mr. Simcha Stein, has set up a similar 
workshop in Tel-Aviv, the first of its kind, and employs 
fourteen persons, most of them specialists from Poland. 
The raw material is obtained from Balkan countries, and 
the finished product will be exported. There are signs of 
a brush-making industry developing alongside this useful 
craft. 

\t Kibbutz Shaar Ha’Negev, Kfar Szold. Czechoslovak 
Jewish experts are directing the manufacture of wooden 
omnibuses, go-carts, and other toys for children. In Ramat 
Gan, another new industry, the manufacture of glass-paper, 
has been initiated by J. Guttmann, a recent drrival. 
[his paper is needed by bootmakers, carpenters, house- 
painters, etc.. and was imported, mainly from Italy. Mr. 
Guttmann obtains the special paper and ground glass from 
abroad, and the manufacturing is done here. He _ has 
already received large orders. 

Palestine industry is gradually expanding to justify the 
boasi that it can produce anything from a pin to a plough. 


ANOTHER MASS TRIAL 
Heavy Sentences 


The mass trial which opened on. December 20 at the 
Military Court at Acre of thirty-eight Jewish youths from 
Rosh Pinah, including four girls, has concluded. They were 
charged, according to Palcer, with being in possession of 
firearms. The four women were sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment and recommended to be released on an under- 
taking guaranteeing their good behaviour; five younger men 
wefe sentenced to five years’ imprisonment and all the others 
to ten years’ imprisonment. The sentences are subject to 
confirmation by the General Officer Commanding. 


HAIFA TECHNION’S READING-ROOM 


A new reading-room named after the late Mrs. Rachel 


Leah Weizmann, mother of the Zionist President, who died 
some months ago, has been opened at the Haifa Technion 
(Technical College), Dr. Weizmann has given a collection 
of 300 volumes of chemistry journals to the reading-room, 
and the College will place other volumes in it for use by 
the teaching ‘staff and research students. 


Sentences of £P25, with the alternative of one month’s 
imprisonment, were passed by the Chief Magistrate of Jerusalem 
on two German Jews who contravened the Immigration 
Ordinance.

BELGIAN SENATE VOTES 
8,000,000 FRANCS 


Jews Still Coming From Germany 
MAJORITY DESTITUTE 


The Belgian Senate has voted an allocation of 
8,000,000 francs (about £65,000) out of the Budget as 
a grant-in-aid for the maintenance of refugees in 
Belgium. 

M. L. Soudan, the Minister of Justice, revealed that 
every week about 100 Jews from Germany arrive. 
“What puzzles the Government,” the Minister said, 
“is how the German Jews manage to pass through 
the territory occupied by the German armies. An 
explanation of this question must be demanded from 
the. German Government.” 

A Catholic senator Opposed the proposal to allocate 
the grant of 8,000,000 francs exclusively for Jewish 
refugees. He demanded that rich Jews abroad should 
help their poor coreligionists in need. ¢ 

The Socialist senators argued that Jewish immigrants 
provided employment for Belgian workers and paid the 
State taxes. 

Finally, a proposal of another Catholic senator that 
the grant should be allocated to all refugees without 
distinction of religion was adopted. 

According to the latest official census, there are at 
present 25,000 refugees in the country, seventy-five per 
cent. of whom are entirely without means. It is estimated 
that the total cost of refugee relief in Belgium is 100,000 
francs a day (about £800). 

At first it was found possible to support the refugees 
from private sources, owing to the help received from 
American, English, and Belgian Jews. But since the 
beginning of last year, the refugee committees have 
had to appeal to the State for financial assistance. A 
subsidy of 6,000,000 francs was allocated by the Govern- 
ment on two conditions, namely, that the refugees must 
not obtain work without the authorisation of the 
Government; and that 3,000 refugees must be placed 
in five specified centres. 


TTALIAN EXPULSION ORDERS 
CANCELLED 


Mussolini’s Intervention 
PETITIONS FROM JEWS IN GERMANY 


As a result of the pérsonal intervention of Signor 
Mussolini, orders for the expulsion of some 3,000 
German and Polish refugees in Italy have been 
revoked. 

The new*drder follows on strong measures taken by 
the Italian police to round up all refugces and give 
them final warning to leave the country. In several 
cases the refugees were given railroad tickets to Italo- 
German frontier towns and told to report there. These 
measures resulted in widespread panic among the 
refugees, particularly in Genoa and Milan, where the 
majority of them are concentrated. 

Many refugees continue to receive police requests 
to leave. These requests, however, are decreasing in 
number and are usually confined to districts in charge 
of outspokenly anti-Semitic police con:missioners. Con- 
sequently, reports on the treatment of refugees by the 
police vary in different districts. Whereas in some they 
are left without unusual police restrictions, in others 
og commissioners compel refugees to report almost 

aily. 

Fortunatcly, by far the greater majority of Italian 
police commissioners are well known for their humane 
attitude towards refugees. It is hoped that instructions 
will soon be issued by the Minister of the Interior 
enjoining this humane attitude on all police 
commissioners. 

Italy is becoming a reception centre for petitions and 
personal pleas from Jews in Germany, Austria, the 
Czech Protectorate, and German-occupied Poland for 
a refuge until they can re-emigrate .o other countries. 
Many of the petitions come from lawyers in foreign 
countries acting on behalf of clients who have friends 
or relatives in Germany, but the majority come from 
individual Jews who plead on their own behalf. In 
most instances, permission to remain in Italy is desired 
only for the short time pending the receipt of a United 
States immigration visa. 

A number of such petitions have already been before 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, but with little success. 
At present, only Jews can hope to obtain a permit 


to enter Italy who already possess visas and tickets 
for another country. |

FRENCH RESTRICTIONS RELAXED 


Seven Thousand Released 


The first group of refugees bound for oversea countries 
have left France. Two groups totalling about a hundred 
persons have left for South America via Liverpool. Another 
group of about the same number sailed for the United States 
in a French liner. , 

Facilities are now given to the interned refugees to vis.: 
the Consulates in the ports or in Paris in the company of 
special guards, and some camp commandants have ordered 
that the refugees should be released immediately on the issue ~ 
of their visas. 

Instructions have been given that the local sifting 
committees may release the interned refugees without 
reference to Paris. Considerable numbers are being con- 
tinuously set free either on account of age or ill health or 
because of their volunteering for military service, etc. The

U.S. IMMIGRATION LOWEST FOR 
A HUNDRED YEARS 


The present decade has seen the lowest rate of immigra- 
tion into the United States since 1831 to 1840, according to 
statistics présented in a special issue of the magazine 
Social Work To-day.” 

A total of 457,675 immigrants entered the United States 
from -1931-te 1939. the_magazine reports from Labour | 
Department statistics, as compared with 600,000 in the 
fourth decade of the nineteenth century. 

The issue, prepared under the editorship of a leading 
Protestant, Catholic, and Jew, urges maintenance of the 
traditional American hospitality to the immigrant, “a 
tradition upon which America’s greatness was built.” 


DOMINICAN CORPORATION FORMED 


The formation of a New York corporation to aid the 
settlement of refugees in the Dominican Republic under a 
plan approved by the Intergovernmental Committee has been 
announced in New York by Mr. Géorge L. Warren, Sec- 
retary of the President's Advisory Committee on Political 
Refugees. 

Organisers of the corporation were listed in the announce- 
ment as Mr. James WN. “Rosenberg, Chairman of the 
Agrojoint, Mr. Arthur M. Lamport, the investment banker, 
Mr Warren, “and others.” 

Dr. Joseph A. Rosen, President of the Agrojoint, has 
already sailed for the Dominican Republic, where he will 
complete practical plans for establishing a colony of 500 
German Jewish families and several hundred unmarried 
persons. ide will be followed this month by Mr. Rosen- 
berg. 


THE BRITISH TRIBUNALS 
85 per cent. Free from Restrictions 


Over 50,000 aliens have already appeared before 
Tribunals, writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representative. 
There are still some 10,000 cases to be heard. It must be 
made clear that not all those who have appeared before the 
Tribunals have been refugees, Many were “ enemy aliens ” 
resident in this country. 

Of the 50,000, 432 have been given an A Certificate, te. 
interned; 7,174, a B Certificate, Le., freedom with certain 
restrictions; and 42,702 have been completely freed (C 
Certificate). 

The fact thet about eighty-five per cent. of those who 
have appeared have been given the C Certificate is regarded 
as-a tribute to the fairmindedness of the Tribunals. 

1 understand that a large number of people who were 

iven the B Certificate have appealed to the Home Office. 
at is found to be most irksome is the restriction of move- 
ment outside a five-mile radius. It is true that towards the 
end of October, a Home Office circular instructed Tribunals 
to remove this restriction from genuine refugees, but before 
the issue of this instruction, many Tribunals had already 
given the Certificate. Now that all the Provincial Tribunals, 
and half the London, have finished, there is no one. except 
the Home Office, to whom the appeal can be made. 


REGISTRATION OF TENANTS 


At Bloomsbury House (Desk 6) and H.M. Stationery 
Office, York House, Kingsway, W.C.2, forms are now 
obtainable for registration of tenants. All persons who let 
rooms have to have a register of their tenants, who also have 
to fill in a registration form when they take up and leave 
the tenancy. It makes no difference whether the letting or 
renting persons are British subjects or foreign nationals. 
Any exercise-book may be used for registration, provided 
it contains all sections of the form. Register and forms must 
be kept two years for reference and have to be shown to 


the police if required. Persons under sixteen need not 
register.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE BROKEN REED - 


The celebration of the civil new year when the 
Jewish year is already some four months advanced 
would always seem aptly to symbolise the older inherit- 
ance of Israel and the greater antiquity of his spiritual 
legacy. Such a symbol of seniority, if it is no occasion 
for boastful pride, is none the less a reminder of the 
heavy burden of spiritual responsibility which Jews 
have, by Divine ordinance, to bear, a responsibility for 
the preservation for humanity of those laws of God, 
those fundamental precepts in the relations of man to 
man and of mankind to their Creator, front the: dis- 
regard of which so many in the world today are griev- 
ously suffering. 

This question of spiritual responsibility, in thé Tight of 
the tragedy which has overtaken Europe, is one which 
1S frequenils discussed by thinkers and religious bodies 
of all faiths amongst the nations who have found them- 
selves compelled to take up arms against the powers of 
evil in the shape of Nazidom and its supporters. 
Thoughts are cast back to the last war and the hopes 
and high aspirations then proclaimed are ruefully com- 
pared with performance in the ensuing years. To Jews, 
with their special spiritual and ethical responsibility, the 
same disturbing questionings must-arise. How much 
have we striven, both individually and collectively, that 
the light of righteousness and the eternal verities of 
Giod’s law should be brought ever clearer before the 
eves of mankind? How many of us have slipped easily. 
inte the materialistic rationalism of what is still known 
as the post-war period, have fallen into the false pride 
of the intellect which, like the boastful Egypt in this 
week's Haftara, exclaims, “ My river is mine own, and 
I have made it for myself"! 


Now that the catastrophe has engulfed us, the mes- 
sage is clear to understand. The over-confidence which’ 
placed such-trust in the advance of reason, so spectacu- 
larly displayed in the achievements of science,and 
neglected the simple truths and spiritual sanctions. of 
religious faith, has been seen to have rested upon some- 
thing which has been “a staff of reed to the house of 
lhe prophet’s words have a warning note for 
Jew-and Gentile alike. If Jews were first to feel the 
terrible consequences of Europe's spiritual decay, ‘the 
trail of retribution has run swiftly across the lives of 
other peoples, More and-more men and women must, 
in looking back in these days of retr&spect, awake to 
the futility of man’s most well-intentioned plans if they 
are not builded on the love of God and conceived in 
humble prayer for the inspiration of His spirit. A 
League of Nations and a mass of intricate treaties was 
i to open up the way to a better and a greater 

But with the spirits of the people drunk with 
contidence in a godless human intellect, pitifully con- 
vinced that in their ownm hands and conditioned by no 
God-given principles lay their future, the League and 
iis treaties withered and failed; and when even the well- 
intentioned bargained God's laws for the clever expedi- 
encies Of the human braim, the course to disaster was set.

It has been rightly pointed out that, in all the tragedy 
of this war, One of the brightest phenomena which have 
appeared js the spirit of sincere contrition with which 
the peoples who have taken up the sword against 
injustice and inhumanity are imbued... A realisation of 
past failures jis very acute amongst followers of all 
faiths, and, let us proudly confess, not least among our 
own people. We ask ourselves whether our record since 
the guns ceased fire in 1918 does not reveal many a sad 
neglect of that eternal vigilance of the spirit which is the 
price of true liberty under God. Even, those of us 
whose dedication is to the spiritual guidance of our 
fellow-men, how often have we taken the weaker, easier 
course, have walked in step with the popular trend, have 
feared to proclaim: “ Thus saith the Lord” for dread 
of the reproach of “ narrow-mindedness”’ or of bzing 
thought * old-fashioned “; and have sought to excuse 
where we should have boldly denounced! 

But, if Jews have felt most heavily the sorrow of this 
process, have, true to, their historic destiny, been first 
to fall in martyrdom to the evil things, their senior 
responsibility is not removed, even as their faith in the 
mercy of God is unquenchable. Somehow, some way, 
Israel] will struggle back to the sanctuary of God’s law, 
will equip himself in harness fitting for these times, to 
bear the joyous yoke of God’s commandments. And 
always the eternal promise, so oft repeated in the Bible’s 
pages, in so many and emphatic forms, remains: “ In 

that day will I cause the horn of the house of Israel to 
bud forth, and I will give thee the opening of the mouth 
in the midst of them; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord.” |

THE INFAMY OF LODZ 


Nazi Centre of Barbarism 


JEWS PILLAGED AND MURDERED 


The city of Lodz, which is in the area annexed to 
Germany, remains one of the main centres of Nazi 
hooliganism. Local Jews were recently compelled to 
co-operate with the film department of the Nazi 
Ministry of Propaganda in the production of an anti- 
Semitic film showing the alleged barbarity of Jewish 
ritual slaughter. All the local Jewish slaughterers were 
ordered to come to the slaughter-house in the Baluti 
quarter, where they were forced to act in detestable 
scenes which have nothing in common with the real 
procedure of ritual slaughter. 

According to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, the Lodz 
Gestapo forced Jews to demolish the famous Kos- 
ciuszko monument while other Jews were forced to 
dance round it. The scene was then filmed for showing 
to the Polish public as a piece of anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda. Several Jews who refused to dance were shot 
down on the spot. 

Widespread plundering of Jewish homes in Lodz and 
the continued arrests of local Jewish leaders are 
reported in Paris. Gestapo agents, seeking Dr. Arieh 
Tartakower, who is now in New York, completely 
guited his home. Friends and associates of Dr. Tarta- 
kower, including the Zionist Labour leaders Joseph 
Levy and Gershon Lichtenberg, were arrested. Leib 
Holenderski, leader of the Left Poale Zion and for 
many years an Alderman of Lodz, was arrested and sent 
to the Oranienburg concentration camp. Arieh Arzi, 
Secretary of the Lodz Zionist Labour Organisation, ts 
reported to have lost his life. 

Several members of the Executive Committeé of the. 
Jewish Community, who were arrested about a month 
ago and later released, have now been re-arrested and 
sent to the prison in Radogosz. The Nazis say that they 
will be released only if a certain sum in foreign cur- 
rency_is_paid by the Jewish Community. 

A group of Jews who had arranged to leave for 
Palestine were also arrested and told that they would 
not be allowed to ‘eave unless they paid a sum in 
foreign currency. And as they have none, their emigra- 
tion is postponed indefinitely. 

The Community has been compelled to repair and 
furnish at its own cost the lodgings of German officers. 


Hunted in the Streets 


Although the military authorities have now discon- 
tinued hunting tor Jews for forced labour, every local 
Nazi ts free to compel any Jew he meets in the street 
to work for him without pay. No branch of trade or 
profession is any longer open to Lodz Jews. 

Probably to make the Jews more distinguishable, 
their yellow armlets have now been replaced by two 
triangular yellow badges, one worn in the lapel of the 
overcoat, and the other, a large one, worn on the back. 

Special “ Jewish Reich passports ” are being issued to 
the Jews in the Lodz and Kalisz districts as from this 
week, and the Lodz Jewish Community has been 
ordered to Open special registration offices for this 
purpose, 

Frontier guards between the annexed area and 
central Poland have been reinforced. Jews leaving have 
to submit to a thorough search and are deprived of all 
their valuables. They are warned that if they return 
they will be shot. 

The local Jewish cemeicry has been desecrated by the 
Nazis, who cut down all the trees and carried off the 
marble gravestones. Ihe main thoroughfare of the 
city, the Pietrkowska Street, has been entirely prohibited 
to Jews. The Borochov Hechalutz colony, near Lodz, 
has been dissolved by the Gestapo and the three local 
Hebrew high schools have been requisitioned. ~

DEFENDING THE SABBATH 
Polish Jews Refuse to Work 


Both in the German zone and in the Russian zone 
of Poland many Orthodox Jews are displaying great 
courage in refusing to work on Saturdays. Even the 
ANGRIFF, the organ of Dr. Goebbels, calls attention to 
the remarkable obstinacy of the Jews in refusing Sabbath 
work despite the Nazi threats of severe punishment. 
Aged Jews, who can be seen toiling hard under com- 
pulsion during the week in removing debris and break- 
ing up stones, stop work on Friday evenings until sun- 
set on Saturdays, and declare that they prefer to die 
rather than desecrate the Sabbath. 

In Stryj, in the Russian zone, a number of Ortho- 


dcx Jews are reported to Save been arrested for urging 


Jews to refuse to work on Saturdays. The Soviet 


authorities are said to be strongly attacking the “ Sab- 
bath observance” campaign of the Orthodox Jews, 
styling it as a movement against the regime.

sixty Jews who were dragged out of a synagogue during 
a service on December 23, and were compelled to do 
forced labour. While at work, an Endek hooligan spat 
at Rabbi Silberstein. When the well-known Warsaw 
Zionist, Avigdor Friedman, tried to protect the Rabbi 
from further insults, he was shot dead on the spot by 
the Nazi foreman. 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN estimates that the Nazis 
have executed an average of 200 Polish Jews every day 
since the war began. 

All the Jewish houses in the townships of Gniewas- 
zow, Pulawy, and Kozienice, in the Radom district, 


‘have been marked with the Magen David. Two Syna- 


gogues in Gniewaszow were turned into stables; and 
two in Tarnow were dynamited. 

It is reported from Katowice that the Nazis have 
expelled almost the entire Jewish population of Polish 
Silesia and that nearly all the synage7zues throughout 
the area have been burnt down. | 

All the Jews have now been expelled by the Nazis 
from the Suwalki region (North Poland). Some of them 
crossed over into Lithuania, some fled to the Russian 
occupied territory, and the remaining 2,700 were trans- 
ported to the Lublin Jewish reservation in sealed 


carriages. 
Nuremberg Laws in Force © 
The introduction of the Nuremberg laws in parts of 


‘Nazi-occupied Poland which have been annexed to the 


Reich reported” in Polish Government circles. 
Approximately 200,000 Polish Jews are believed to be 
affected. The districts include the towns of Katowice, 
Czenstochowa, Kalisz, Pultusk and Posen, the whole of 
the provinces of Pomerania, Posen, and Zagiembia, and 
Polish Upper Silesia. 

Yellow armlets have been introduced by the Nazis 
for the richer Jews in Czenstochowa; poorer Jews wear 
red armiets; and Jewish invalids and Jews under 16 and 
ovef 60, who-are exempted from forced labour, wear 
blue armlets. 

Probably because of the many expressions of sym- 
pathy shown by the Polish population to the Jews who 
have to wear armiets with the Magen David, the Nazis 
in Cracow are trying to prevent the Jews from appearing 
in the streets. Gestapo agents arrest Jews who are seen 
walking in the street in pairs and, after separating them, 
question them as to the subject of their conversation. 
If ther replies do not coincide, they are arrested on 
suspicion of conducting anti-Nazi propaganda. 

In Jhorn the Nazis. have tssued an order that neither 
Poles nor Jews may use the pavements, but must walk 
only in the middle of the road. “ The pavements belong 
to the victors and not to the vanquished,” the order 
states. Ihe order also requires that all Jews and Poles 
in Thorn take off their hats when they meet a German 
official, or a member of the German Army or Nazi 
Party. 

Ghetto Armiets 

Although the wearing of ghetto armlets is compulsory 
only for Warsaw Jews on the left bank of the Vistula, 
the Jewish inhabitants of the Praga suburb, on the right 
bank, are also wearing a:mlets as a gesture of solidarity. 
The Jews avoid appearing in the streets unnecessarily. 
Jewesses who can be identified by their armlets are 
constantly molested in the streets of the non-Jewish 
quarters. One Jewess who did not wear an armiet was 
— by the hair to a police station and fined 500 
zlotys. 

The wearing of armiets with a Magen David, it 
is learned, was permitted by the Nazis only after pro- 
tracted intervention by Jewish representatives who were 
anxious to avoid the yellow badge compulsory in Lodz. 
“ Non-Aryan” Christians have to wear Magen David 
armiets with a cross superimposed. 

While the wearing of armlets has not had an adverse 
effect on the morale of the Jews—many of them even 
displaying a sense of pride in proclaiming their race— 
the practical injury is immense, since the armlets expose 
their wearers to violence and bar them from even the 
most miserable means of livelihood, such as° street 
trading. For the “mon-Aryan”™ Christians, however, 
among whom are many intellectuals—artists, physicians, 
and lawyers—the armlet signifies a moral humiliation 
which they feel keenly. This largely explains their 
big participation in the numbers of those seeking to 
escape from German-held territory to that held by 
Russia. In recent weeks there has also been a consider+ 
ably increased proportion of Jewjsh women among 
those seeking to escape into Russiag territory.

BELGIUM’S ANSWER TO 
NAZI AGENTS 


‘‘We Will Never Tolerate Anti-Semitism”’ 


Belgium will never tolerate any foreign anti-Semitic 
propaganda in her commercial life, M. Spaak, Belgian 
Foreign Minister, declared in Parliament last week 
during a debate orf the estimates of the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs. 

M. Spaak mentioned several imstances in which 
Belgian firms had received demands from Germany for 
information as to the race of their employees. Such 
demands were received not only by firms with branches 
in Germarty but also by firms which merely traded with 
Germany. M. Spaak’s statement evoked general 
applause»from members*‘of all parties. 

During the same debate, M. Louis Piérard denounced 
the anti-Semitic propaganda conducted locally by Nazi 
agents. Germanys racial theories, he said, were 
repugnant to Belgians. 


HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR VILNA 
MINORITIES 


A High Commissioner is to be appointed by the 
Lithuanian Government to direct the affairs of the 
national minorities in Vilna, says the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. He will preside over a 
council including Jewish, Polish, and Byelorussian 
representatives. 

Refugees who are loyal to Lithuania will be allowed 
to stay in Vilna, the newly appointed Commissioner 
declares. 

After an interruption of three months, the first issue 
has appeared of the Jewish daily ViLNAER TAGBLAT. It 
is edited by Dr. Wygodzki, head of the local Com- 
munity. Two other Jewish dailies have also received 
permission to appear. 

Ihe famous Jewish theological seminary, of Lublin 
(Yeshiva Chachme Lublin) has been transferred to the 
Lithuanian town of Kaidanai with the consent of the 
Lithuanian authorities. The original seminary, it was 
recently reported, had been turned into a barracks for 
‘Nazi Storm Troopers.

GERMAN JEWS FLEE STARVATION 
Still Crossing the Frontier 


The rigours of winter and the increased watch on the 
German frontiers do not seem to be able to stop 
altogether the stream of Jews who are trying to escape 
from Germany and refuge neighbouring 
countries, Large numbers of Jewish refugees are con- 
tinually crossing the frontier, particularly bordering on 
Holland. This little country, which already harbours 
a considerable number of German-Jewish refugees 
(estimated at about 25,000), shows its humanity by not | 
putting unnecessary obstacles in the way of these unfor- 
tunate people. [Details of the entry of refugees into 
Belgium are given un@er “ Refugees ” in this issue.] 

Another curious phenomenon has been noticed in 
connection with this filtering through of refugees from 
Germany. It is that many German soldiers who guard 
the frontier do not enforce their watch very strictly. In 
fact, instances have been known where the frontier 
guards themselves have helped the refugees to cross the 
frontier and have refused to take any money for their 
services, This is ascribed partly to the growing opposi- 
tion to the Nazi regime and partly to the fact that the 
misery of the Jews in Germany is so great that even 
Nazi officials and soldiers are occasionally moved to 
something akin to sympathy. 

Refugees who have recently crossed into Holland have - 
horrible tales to tell of the Jewish position in Germany. 
According to them, the Nazis have perfected a new 
weapon against the Jews which they are using with 
more deadly effect than any of the others—the starving 
out of the Jews by refusing to sell to them the most 
essential foodstuffs. 

Emaciated Children 


The rationing system in Germany at present is such 
that the Jews are given Special ration cards and they 
are allowed towsuy their foodstuffs only at certain shops 
and during certain hours, after the non-Jewish popula- 
tion had done its shopping. This makes it possible, 
and often even inevitable, that by the time the Jews 
come to buy food there is nothing left. Asa result, most 
Jewish families in Germany now are hopelessi,; under- 
nourished, and a great many—of them-are-actually-in-a 
state of semi-starvation. Theres a general shortage 
of butter, eggs, and meat, and other things, but the Jews 
are made to feel the shortage more than the rest of the 
population. 

Jews in many of the provincial towns have not tasted 
meat or butter or fats of any kind for months. They 
live mostly on potatoes and fish. Most trying of all ts 
the shortage of bread, which ts almost completely denied 
to the. Jews. The effect of this policy is clearly seen in 
the emaciated faces of most Jews, and particularly of 
the children, who lack milk and other food so essential 
for their growth, 

Czech Sympathy 

It is interesting to note that in the Czech provinces 
and even in Austria the food situation for the Jews is 
better than in Germany proper. The reason is that the 
populations there are more strongly opposed to the Nazi 
regime and ‘n greatet sympathy with the Jews. They 
therefore help them to contravene the restrictions and 
to obtain the necessary foodstuffs. This is particularly 
true of the Czechs. who go out of their way to help 
the Jews in every way possible. In Austria, the Catholics 
are doing much to thwart the devilish plans of the Nazis 
to starve out the entire Jewish people. 


CUZA’S COME-BACK 
Inciting the Rumanians Again 


Ex-Minister Professor Cuza, the veteran leader of 
the anti-Semitic forces in Rumania, and Professor Jorga, 
the anti-Semitic ex-Premier, are again displaying great 
activity in Government circles in order to secure the 
introduction of new anti-Semitic laws. Jews remember, 


* meanwhile, that the new Minister of Justice. M. 


Micescu, was a member of the notorious Goga-Cuza 
Cabinet. 

The Jew-baiters’ new campaign is specially directed 
against the Polish refugees, whose numbers they have, 
as usual, vastly exaggerated, and they are also spread- 
ing false reports about a continued influx of refugees. 
In reality, however, very few Jewish refugees are now 
able to enter, and both the newcomers and those who 
crossed the frontier soon after the coliapse of the Polish 
Army are under strict observation during _ their 
temporary stay. 

In Bessarabia, as a result of fears of a Russian 
invasion, the Jews are dual suffereis. They contem- 
plate with anxiety any possibility of the extension of 
the Soviet rule to their province, and face the incite- 
ment of anti-Semitic Rumanian officials, who accuse 
them of making preparations to welcome Soviet troops. 
While large numbers of Jews, on account of their 
antagonism to the Bolshevik regime, are making prepara- 
tions to leave, many Jews, as a result of anti-Semitic 
denunciations, are being arrested as Soviet sympathisers.

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U.S. NAZI BUND SECRETARY 
ARRESTED 


Perjury Charge 
KUHN STILL THE FUEHRER 


James Wheeler Hill, Secretary of the German. 
American Bund, was arrested last week on a charge 
of giving perjured evidence at the trial of the Bund’s 
“ Fuhrer,” Fritz Kuhn, who is Prisoner No. 97,362 now 
in Sing-Sing convicted of stealing Bund funds. 

Despite the sentence on Kuhn, there has been no 
cessation of Bund activities. The U.S. Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League reports that at a recent Bund meeting 
in New York, Wilhelm Kunze, Kuhn's understudy, said 
that the organisation would carry on. 

“ We have already completed plans for one new unit 
which will accept members in the next few days, and 
organisation work is being done on several more,” said 
Kunze. “I will be your direct leader, but Kuhn will 
remain the Fihrer even if he is in gaol.” The Bund 
official, Wilbur Keegan, denounced the alleged “horrible 
persecutions directed against the Bundsters and the un- 
American lawbreaking and constitutional violations to 
which the fine upstanding Storm Troopers had been 
subjected.” 

This meeting, according to the Anti-Nazi League, 
marked the merging of the forces of the Bund and 
the Jew-baiting body known as the Christian Mobilisers. 
It closed with an address by Hermann Schwinn, 
Western Leader of the Bund, whose headquarters are in 
Los Angeles. Schwinn assured the assembled Nazis 
that the Bund would continue to flourish on the Pacific 
seaboard. 


OFFICIAL INQUIRY INTO ANTI- 
SEMITIC AGITATION 


Father Coughlin May be Called 


Mr. Frank Murphy, United States Attorney-General, 
has announced the convention in Washington this week 
of a special grand jury to investigate espionage and 
sabotage on both coasts. He also states that the Depart- 
ment of. Justice has undertaken a broad inquiry into 
anti-Semitic activities, as these were closely linked with 
German propaganda efiorts in America. 

When asked how his Department would attempt to 
prosecute the anti-Semitic organisations, the Attorney- 
General said that he would make use of the laws relating 
to income tax; passports, and foreign agents. 

Persons to be interrogated by the Department of 
- Justice may include, it is believed, Father Coughlin, the 
Jew-baiting “ radio-priest,” the leaders of the American 
Nazi Bund, the Ku-Klux-Klan, and the Rev. Gerald B. 
Winrob, of Kansas, a wel!-known anti-Semite. 


Resolutions pledging every effort to maintain and extend 
the work of the Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society (Hias), and 
praising President Roosevelt's efforts on behalf of the 
refugees were adopted at the tenth annual convention of the 
Hias Council of Organisations in New York. The meeting 
was attended by over 2,000 delegates, representing Jewish 
religious, fraternal, and labour organisations. 


RACIALISM IN SOUTH AFRICA 
Hertzog-Malan Differences 


Mr. N. Havenga, who resigned from the South 
African Cabinet together with General Hertzog when 
Parliament decided to declare war against Germany, 
and who is one of the outstanding {figures in General 
Hertzog’s group, recently made an important declara- 
tion on the Jewish problem at a meeting in 
Trompsberg. 

Mr. Havenga said that his Party was opposed to 
any form of persecution of the Jews, or any restric- 
tions on the rights of Jewish citizens. He believed, 
however, that South Africa had enough Jews, and that 
the drastic restrictions on Jewish immigration must 
therefore be maintained. 

This statement seems to preclude the co-operation 
of General Hertzog’s group with the anti-Semitic 
Nationalist Party led by Dr. Malan, which demands that 
not only should Jewish immigration be totally sus- 
pended but that the participation of Jews in the pro- 
fessions and trades should be limited. 

In a speech mate in Bloemfontein by Dr. N. J. 
van der Merwe, deputy leader of the Nationalist Party, 
he found it necessary, no doubt with an eye on the 
attitude towards the Jews of Hertzog’s Party, to claim 
that the Nationalist Party, likewise, was not racialist 
and did not stand for persecution. The anti-Jewish 
measures demanded by the Nationalist Party were 
framed with a view to preventing the racial problem 
becoming acute as a result of further Jewish immigra- 


tion, and also with a view to ensuring that all sections 
of the: population should receive their just rights in 
economic sphere.”

ITALY TO REVOKE JEW-LAWS ? 


Mme. Tabouis’ Hint 


The possibility of Italy's revoking some of its anti- 
Jewish legislation is hinted at by Mme. Tabouis this 
week in L’ORUVRE. 

Mme. Tabouis says that a marked change has been 
noticed lately in Mussolini's anti-Semitic policy, and 
that anti-Jewish propaganda in the Italian Press has 
practically disappeared. This, she avers, seems to be 
due to the transference of the former Italian Minister 
of Propaganda, Signor Alfieri, to the post of ltajjan 
Minister to the Vatican. [See also “ Refugees ” on p. 10.] 


After being governed for more than a year by a Govern- 
ment Commissioner, the Jewish Community of Florence, 
numbering 200, has been recrganised. Professor Cino Vitta, 
formerly Professor of Administrative Law at the University 
of Turin, has been elected President, and a group of 
prominent Florentine Jews has been elected to serve as 
counsellors. As the Synagogue in Florence is without a 
Chief Rabti, the new President has indicated that it will 
be his first duty to appoint one. The reorganisation of the 
Community is a direct result of a campaign launched by 
the new President of the Union of Jewish Conimunities in 
Italy, Dr. Almansi. 
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IN THE B.E.F. 


REPORTS have this week appeared in many news- 
papers to the effect that, of the 200,000 officers and 
men in the British Expeditionary Force, only 243 are 
Jews. One need not minimise the malicious use 
which will be made of this figure, or indeed the sur- 
prise and disappointment which may be engendered 
by it in men and women by no means. hostile to the 
Jewish Community. It is imperative, therefore, that 
a closer scrutiny should be made of the figure referred 
to so as to ascertain whether it represents a complete 
or only a partial statement of the truth — a reutine 
counting of heads, and no more. The whole question 


is whether this figure tells the full truth, and that . 


question can only be answered tn all its aspects” by 
Jewy in daily and intimate touch with Jewish condi- 
tions. 

What, then, is the true explanation of the allegedly 
exiguous contribution of the Jewish community to the 
armed Forces in France? It is quite a simple one. Not 
fear of the ordinary risks of warfare, which Jewish 
soldiers accept with the same readiness as their 
comradés, but fear of the discriminatory treatment 
which may await them if captured and lodged in a 
country which has assailed and is still assailing the 
whole. Jewish people, irrespective of nationality, with 
a ferocity and a bitterness, and an unwavering con- 
sistency, unequalled in all the grim annals of human 
sufferimg. 

Fear by the Jew of discrimination ts no new thing. 
It existed probably long before the last war. But then 
it took the mild form of apprehension lest Jews, 
inevitably a small minority, might be meeked or 


otherwise rendered uncomfortable by fellow-soldierS 


m their regiment. | Recent years have brought the 
vehement and sleepless agitation carried on by the 
Fascists in this country, a much more real source of 
disquiet to the would-be Jewish recruit. On that 
ground: alone one might have expected a certain 
hesitancy on the part of some Jewish soldiers to 
acknowledge their Jewish origin and faith. But it 
was a trifling factor compared with the very grave 
apprehension which is aroused by the possibility of 
falling a prisoner into the hands of a country which 
has, for the last seven years, turned Jew-torture into 
a fanatical religion. | 

It is perhaps useless to appeal to the common sense 

and humanity of inveterate Jew-baiters here at home. 
But we ask the great mass of our fellow-citizens. sane 
men and women, traditionally governed by the prin- 
ciple of fair play: Is it to be wondefed at if very large 
numbers of Jews, exposed, alone of all denominations 
and races in the Army, to this risk, have sought to 
escape it by concealing their origin and identity, thus 
bringing about a serious understatement of the total 
number of Jews with the armed Forces ifi France? 

“ | don’t mind dying for England,” one Jewish soldier 
is reported to have said, “ but I object to being tor- 
tured by Germany.” 

What is the evidence, it may be asked, of any 
considerable concealment? It is authoritatively sup- 
plied by the Rev. MicHArt ADLER, D.S.O., who went 
through the last war as Senior Jewish Chaplain. He 
points out that the problem of the concealment of his 
Jewishness by the Jewish soldier and of the extent to 


which it is practised can only be adequately tackled 
by chaplains attached to the Army in France—as well 
as in Britain. There are no Jewish Chaplains with 
the British Expeditionary Force. , At an early stage 
in the last war, the same situation existed, and the 
late Sir CHARLES Henry, M.P., on Mr. ADLER'S 
suggestion, asked the War Office to agree to a Jewish 
Chaplain paying a visit to France in order that, as a 
Jewish Minister talking-to the hearts of Jewish troops, 
he might ascertain the degree of faith-hiding, if any. 
The War Office, recognising the special circumstances 
of the case, and the wide diffusion of Jews in_ the 
Army, agreed. The result was that in three months 
Me. ADLER, who undertook the mission, -was able to 
furnish the names and other particulars of some 1,000 
Jewish offiters and men previously not known as 
Jews. 

If that was the case when there was no Nazi terror, 
what must the position be to-day? Some idea of it 
may be gathered from the statement in a contem- 
porary that in one battalion fourteen Jews have 
attested as Christian Scientists, or Spiritualists, or as 
members of other religious creeds. 

There is only one way in which an approximate 
estimate of the number of Jewish soldiers in France 
can be ascertained. That is by a repetition of the 
step taken during the last war. Surely the War Office 
Authorities might allow one of the Jewish Chaplains, 
already on the Home establishment, to visit France 


and endeavour to“get at the truth. This would not 


entail any extra expenditure and there are two 
capable commissioned officers available in the persons 
of the present Senior Jewish Chaplain, DAYAN 
GOoLLop, and, in case he should be too occupied with 
organisational work at- home, +his colleague, Dr. 
RaBinowiTz. Not until a Jewish Chaplain has been 
able to collect names and record them officially and 
with the sanction of their bearers will any just esti- 
mate of the number of serving Jews be possible; and 
not until the end of the war will the full extent. of 


Jewish service be known. Meanwhile. is it too much: 


to ask that hasty critics should hold their hands—or, 
rather, their tongues”? 

Shortly after the outbreak of the war, and later on 
repeatedly, Mr. ADLER pressed on Jewish leaders the 
grave necessity for following the precedent of 1914 
and securing the dispatch of a visiting Jewish Chap- 
lain to France. His efforts were unavailing, and the 
result is what we see to-day. This inactivity of the 
Jewish authorities reveals a lack of foresight and 
initiative deplorable in its possible reactions and cal- 
culated gravely to prejudice the communal confidence 
in their leadership. 

As for the young men now in France, or destined 
for France, once again the appeal] must be made to 
them to consider or reconsider their. position in the 
matter of proclaiming or concealing their Jewish 
faith. It is a question primarily for themselves, but 
not, unhappily, for themselves alone. 


ROOSEVELT’S CALL TO JEWS 


Tue three letters addressed by President Roosevelt to 
the Pope, the President of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ‘in America, and Dr. Cyrus Adler, 
the President of the American Jewish Committee, form 
yet another example of the warm humanity, the prescient 
Statesmanship, and the vivid initiative that have come 
so often from the present occupant of the White House. 
The letter to the Pope intimated a wish to send a 
personal representative to the Vatican “in order that 
our parallel endeavours for peace and the alleviation of 
suffering may be assisted.” It was joyfully received by 
the Pope, and the Ambassador for the mission has been 
chosen, in the person of Mr. Myron G. Taylor, already 
known for his work for the refugees. The second and 
third letters were a summons to the Jewish and Protestant 
Churches in the United States to join and cogfes with 
him, and indeed a summons to all Churches of the 
Western world which cling to their faith in a common 


God “to throw the great weight of their influence ” 
into the building of peace on a secure foundation. The 
inclusion of Jews and Judaism in this combined lead 
for morality and sanity does but reiterate the important 
status of both in the spiritual world, although the 
challenges flung out by anti-religious and verbose 
elements foolishly deny it. In that respect the President's 
lead is a trenchant reminder of realities, and, as such, 
welcome. 


PEACE AND THE SPIRITUAL FACTOR 


Tue fact that the President has gone to leading 
religious creeds for support is an immensely valuable 
emphasising of the part, frequently stressed in_ these 
columns, which religion must play in the rearing of a 
happier future. With his keen vision, he realises that 
no civilisation can last unless the minds and the 
characters of those who receive it are prepared for it, 
that material force will not turn devils into saints, and 
that unless the spirit is willing only one more disastrous 
human failure can come of present tribulations. “ Not 
by might and not by strength, but by My spirit!” There 
must be a recognition of the truth that Western civilisa- 
tion, in the President’s words, has been “ built by men 
and women who knew in their hearts that all were 
brothers because they were children of God.” It is the 
age-old proclamation of Judaism: “Have we not all 
one Father? hath not one God created us? why do we 
deal treacherously every man against his brother by 
profaning the covenant of our fathers?” And it ts also 
the teaching of the daughter Christian farth. 
preg 


MUSSOLINI STEPS IN 


As announced elsewhere in this issue, the Duce has 
personally intervened for the revocation of the expul- 
sion orders issued against some 3,000 German and 
Polish refugees in Italy-—-and has, of course, succeeded. 
The orders had created a panic, and of the generous 
act of Signor Mussolini there will accordingly be 
nothing but the sincerest appreciation. It may be that 
the Duce had observed the growing determination of 
the democracies that peace should not come without an 

-extensive reparation of injustices, including those 
suffered by Jews in various countries. No doubt he 
has considered the advantage Italy might enjoy at a 
peace conference in berng able to proclaim that it had 
repented of its errors it: this regard, and as a just 
country could claim the fullest consideration for its just 
requirements. Those errors, so transparently un- 
necessary and absurd, were never honestly believed in 
by the Italian people, and they were indulged in only 
under Nazi pressure and in the hope of preserying at 
least the appearance of total Nazi and Italian solidarity. 
Now that Nazis’ ideology has been wrecked by their 
own machinations, and Italy has stood aloof from its 
former friend and ally, there is no point in maintaining 
an oppression which the Duce himself, at any rate 
judging from his earlier utterances, must have heartily 
disliked and despised. It is to be hoped that the latest 
move away from anti-Semitism will be followed, in due 
course, by its complete clearance from Italian soil. It 
would assuredly earn an increasing claim for Italy in 
every lberty-loving land. 


TRACKING NAZI SPIES 


AN official inquiry is about to begin into espionage 
and sabotage in the United States. Simultaneously the 
United States Attorney-General has announced a similar 
“ broad inquiry” into anti-Semitic activities, which he 
described as closely linked with German propaganda 
efforts in America. The fact that these investigations 
—gignificantly joined—are, unlike previous ones, con- 
ducted by the Government gives them special value. 
Of their urgency there has long been not a shadow of 
doubt, and the nece$sity has been immensely increased 
by the advent of war. The Attorney-General stated that 
a watch was being kept on seven or eight hundred 
Organisations whose aims were detrimental to the civil 
rights of various minorities. It is, further, officially 
reported that the pro-Nazi American Bund, whose chief 
was recently convicted of theft, has about seventy local 
sub-organisations in the United States, consisting of over 
400,000 members, all of German origin, though 
American citizens. The Bund has been described by a 
former Reichstag member as “a Nazi reserve in the 
United States,” sworn, it is alleged, to “ utter loyalty to 
Adolf Hitler as their Fiihrer.” According to the 
Attorney-General, sabotage has been reported in various 
industries, and evidence has been found in one case, 
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which, he believes, shows that it was for the “ benefit 


of a foreign nation.” There should be some illumin- 


ating if not startling revelations, asa result of the new 
inquiries, of the extent to which propaganda and 
espionage have already bitten into the whole structure 
of American life. . 


WHY POLAND FELL 


IN particular, they should expose the fidelity with 
which anti-Jewish propaganda and pro-Nazi incitement 
and espionage have gone side by.side. This is no 
new thing, confined to the Western hemisphere. Poland 
before the war seethed with it. There, too, the German 
and non-German populations were injected on a ruth- 
less scale with the doctrine that the Jew, and not the 
Fiihrer, was the enemy, and guilible people were 
persuaded that the patriotic thing to do was to help 
the arch-enemies of the Jews, Adolf Hitler and his 
swarm of myrmidons. The result was that under cover 
of this anti-Semitic incitement a colossal espionage 
system was established—and it was this thai helped to 
bring about the Polish debacle, if it was not its prime 
cause. Nazi agents worked on the ignorance or stupidity 
of Polish anti-Semites who failed to understand that 
damning the Jew meant opening the gates to the real 
enemy. The British Government have paid a notable 
tribute to the service rendered to the Allies’ cause by 
Poland's réle in the tragic Nazi Blitzkrieg But a no 
less weighty service was the tremendous demonstration 
which it offered of the way in which Nazi aggression, 
under its anti-Jewish musk, can undermine the resist- 
ance of another State. Ihe lesson has opened the eyes 
of some in this country to the fact that the same tricky 
and underground methodg have been attempted here— 
anti-Semitism, as the key to pro-Nazi plans. In Britain, 
too, the Nazis have worked on the innocent as well as, 
perhaps, on the not-so-innocent anti-Jewishly inclined. 
Those who early saw through’ this Nazi trick have 
pegged away at this grave truth, and will continue to 
do so. “ Scratch the Jew-baiter and you find the Nazi 
agent!” Until that faect-is generally grasped by the 
British pedple, even ihe gigantic British war effort will 
stop short of completeness. 


THE DEATH OF “POTASH” 


Tue news of the passing of the well-known actor 
Augustus Yorke awakens recollections not only of a 
fine artist in a fine play but of a phase tn theatre history 


which one would fondly hope had sot for ever passed. . 


As “Abe Potash,” in the “Potash and Perlmutter ” 
plays, Yorke portrayed one of the two “foreign” 
American partners in their various enterprises. He did 
so with consummate skiii The plays did not hide the 
Jewish weakntsses that lend themselves ‘so readily to 


caricature, but it was always the generous Jewish heart - 


that came uppermost, reducing the faulis to mere spots 
on the sun. By this essential truthfulness, these plays 
preserved, not to say increased, the Jewish sympathy of 
the many audiences in Britain and the States. Partly, 
nd doubt, that sympathy was bred of the fact that the 
plays had, with all their farcical fun, a certain unmis- 
takable sincerity, But partly it was bred of the kindli- 
ness and love of fair play of the audiences themselves, 
sO representative of the British and_ the American 
peoples. i 


THE ENGLISH CORPORAL 


Tus kindliness is illustrated in one of Lawrence 
Sterne’s immortal works. That delightful character, 
Corporal Trim, is shocked by certain stories of 
cruelties to women. In all his «campaigning, he 
passionately declares, and the hard soldier's life he had 
endured, he had never refused quarter to any enemy who 
asked it: and as for turning his weapons on women and 
children, he would rather have been tortured to death 
himself. This book was written in the eighteenth 
century. But in it is seen the England of to-day, whose 
essential kindliness and love of mercy has brought 
it into the dread conflict with cruelty and wrong. 
lt is because Mosley, with his totalitarian and 
Jew-baiting politics, has not understood his own 
countrymen, and, like Ribbentrop and Hitler, has mis- 
taken honest humanity for weakness, that he has failed. 
“ There'll always be an England "—true to its character 
and ideals. “Potash” and his partner did the 
inestimable service of proclaiming the identity of out 
look in this all-important matter of kindliness between 
the Jewish and the Anglo-Saxon peoples.

Hebrew Prize Distribution 


[From our Correspondent) 


In a message read at the prize distribution to the 
pupils of the Higher Broughton Synagogue Hebrew 
Classes held on Sunday morning at the Synagogue Hall, 
Dr. Nathan Morris, of London, wrote that the holding 
of the function should aci as a great encouragement to 
others up and down the country to continue Jewish 
educational work. 

Many Jewish evacuees, home in Manchester tem- 
porarily on holiday, were among the seventy children 
who, together with parents and friends, were welcomed 
by the Chairman, Councillor A. Moss. 

Referring to the evacuation scheme and its effect on 
Jewish life, Councillor Moss said that, although he appre- 
ciated the difficulties of living in surroundings which had 
not got the Jewish home ‘atmosphere, he would like the 
evacuated Jewish children to try and keep some of the 
fundamental things which they had learnt in their homes 
and at Hebrew Classes. They should aim all the time at 
retaining their Judaism. He hoped that the Jewish 
Community would manage to provide all the Jewish 
evacuees with a minimum of Jewish teaching. 


Examiner's Satisfactory Report 


Mr. S. N. Hyman, Hon. Secretary, read a report received 
from Dr. M. Friedlander, of Glasgow, regarding his recent 
visit of inspection to the Classes. The report praised the 
efficient organisation, management, and supervision of the 
Classes, the achievement of a minimum average attendance 
of 80 per cent., and the satisfactory planning of the: 
curriculum.- 

After Mrs. A. Moss had distributed the prizes, the Rev. 
Bernard Casper, the Headmaster, paid a tribute to all who 
had had the care and the management of the Classes before 
he came to Higher Broughton, and had brought them 
to such a high standard. He referred especially to Rabbi 
Dr. S. M. Lehrman, the Rev. Dr. L. W. Slotki, Alderman S. 
Taylor, J.P.. Hon. Supervisor. and Mr. S. N. Hyman. 

A vote of thanks to the donors of the prizes and to the 
Headmaster and staff was proposed by Michael Davis 
(head pupil), who said that many Higher Broughton children 
evacuated to Lancaster held reguiar Sabbath morning 
services at the Middle Sireet School there, and “ were 
trying to keep Judaism going there uatil the Congregation 
sent a teacher to us.” 

Mr. Levy Davis, Chairman of the local. Joint Jewish 
Education Board, proposed and Mr. §. Davies (for the 
Higher Broughton Synagogue Executive) seconded a vote 
of thanks to Councillor and Mrs. Moss, both of whom 
responded. 


The Manthester Public Assistance Committee has recom- 
mended to the City Council the renewal of the annual 
grant of £4,000 to the local Jewish Board of Guardians, 
together with a supplementary grant of £1,000.

Rabbi |. J. Yoffey, of Manchester, is one of a group of 
British women who were trapped in Warsaw when Poland 
was invaded by the Nazis, and have just reached England 
via Amsterdam. At the ‘end of September they were 
evacuated to Konigsberg, East Prussia. From there they 
were sent on to Berlin, where they were installed in a hotel 
under police surveillance. The last three weeks in Germany 
they spent in a prison in the Kaiserdamm. Berlin.

Sir,—May we appeal through your columns to all sym- 
pathisers, past, present and potential, of Yeshivas in general - 
and the Manchester Yeshiva in particular. 

The present need for Yeshivas in England has singularly 
enough been attended by a corresponding decrease in their 
income. Owing to the extinction of continental Yeshivas, 
English Yeshivas, even by those who were wont to look 
upon .them as a luxury, are now recognised as a vital 
necessity for the survival of Judaism. Yet owing to the war 
and its attendant issues of evacuation, etc., our Yeshivas 
are being neglected more than ever.

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LEEDS REFUGEE CHILDREN 
N.E. Regional Committee Constituted 


[From our Correspondent) 


Following a number of conferences between the 
Jewish and non-Jewish Committees for the care of 
refugee children im Leeds, plans have been successfully 
completed for the formation of a Regional Committee 
to co-ordinate work of all the children’s refugee com- 
mittees in the East and West Ridings of Yorkshire. 

A conference of these Committees was held recently 
at Darley House, when Mr. Mark Labovitch, Chairman 
of the Leeds Jewish Committee, presided. On the 
motion of Mrs. M. Philipson, organiser of the Leeds 
Non-Jewish Refugee Committee, seconded by Mrs. 
Ditcham, of the York Committee, it was unanimously 
agreed to appoint Mr. Labovitch Chairman of the 
Regional Executive. The Rev. A. S. Super and Mrs. 
M. Philipson were elected Vice-Chairmen, and Mr. J. 
H. Parkes Treasurer, 


Future Plans Outlined 


Mr. M. Labovitch outlined the work of the Committees 
and the functions of the Regional Executive. He explained 
that the country had been divided for the purposes of 
national defence into twelve regions. It had been decided 
by the London Executive of the movement. he said. to 
divide the refugee work in a similar manner. Thus. a 
twelfth of the children in England would now be almost 
completely under their care. They would act in the place 
of London, and all difficulties with regard to the children 
would in future have to be referred to Leeds, where all 
records would be kept. Arrangements were being made for 
co-operation with the Civil Defence Commissioner of the 
Region, the National Council for Social Service. and the 
Personal Service Bureau. There was every reason to expect, 
said Mr. Labovitch, that the decentralisation would mean a 
much quicker solution of many of their problems, and i 
would certainly promote the better welfare of the children. 

The Rev. A. S. Super commented on the excellent spirit 
of co-operation which had always existed in. Leeds between 
the Jewish and non-Jewish Committees. He made a number 
of suggestions for the future consideration of the Regional 
Committee. 

Mr. Philip Bloom, of Hull, suggested that the Regional 
Executive should, through the local committees, notify all 
toster-parents of the existence of the new organisation and 
the ways in which tt could prove helpful to them. 


At a recent meeting of the Women’s Lodge of B'nai B'rith. 
with Sister Shulman in the Chair, reports of the Sub- 
Committees and the Red Cross Sewing Circle were pre- 
sented. The Chairman reported on the installation by 
Alderman H. Morris of the following new officers for the 
ensuing vear: Mesdames M. Share. President: |. Shulman. 
Acting President: |. Graham, Vice-President: Miss Rose 
Sugare, Treasurer; and Miss J. Do!lberg, Hon. Secretary. 
At the conclusion of the-meeting, Bro. A. M. Hurwitz gave 
an address on “ The Evolution of Marriage” to the Men's 
and Women’s Lodges. Bro. A. Friedman presided. 


GLASGOW BOARD OF GUARDIANS 
Big Decrease in Income 
{From our Correspondent) 


With a reduced income and an increased expenditure, 
the Glasgow Jewish Board of Guardians ts in a serious 
position, said Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., the Treasurer, 
at a meeting of the Council held last week. Mr. Ben 
Strump, J.P., presided. 

Sir Maurice said that while the expenditure tor the 
past year had risen considerably, there had been no 
corresponding rise in income, but, in fact, a big decrease 
amounting to over £300. In November the income 
totalled £317, and the expenditure £384, as compared 
with an income of £547 and an expenditure of £335 
for the corresponding month in 1938. Passover and 
Yom Kippur appeals had also been lower, the latter by 
£260, while the revenue from charity boxes had declined 
from £294 in 1938 to £206 for the current year. Sir 
Maurice said that the interest on investments had risen, 
and a new enterprise this year had been the Paramount 
Cinema show, which had yielded £192. A _ further 
appeal was to be kaunched immediately, Sir Maurice 
continued, and he earnestly hoped that it would meet 
with a generous response. 

Mr. E. Isaacs. M.B.E.. J.P.. stressed the importance of the 
refugee work which the Board was doing. Tribute was paid 
to Mr. B. Glasser, who, despite the additional duties he 
undertook in connection with evacuated children, continued 
his valuable work in finding employment for young people. 
Mr. Ben Strump was re-elected delegate to the Board ol! 
Shechita for the coming year, and Sir Maurice Bloch was 
appointed delegate to the Ex-Servicemen’s Comforts Fund. 


Auxiliary’s Record Year of Work.

SERIOUS POSITION OF A 
SYNAGOGUE 


Discussion at Representative Council 


Several important questions were dealt with at a dele- 
gale meeting of the Glasgow Jewish Representative 
Council, held in the Board of Guardians’ Rooms last 
week. Mr. Ben Strump, J.P., presided. 

Regarding the financial position of the South Port- 
land Street Synagogue, the Chairman said that he had 
called two meetings to discuss the matter. About 140 
members of the Community had been invited. but on 


each occasion less than a dozen people attended. Efforts 


which had beeh made to secure an amalgamation of 
the Synagogues on the south side of the city, Mr. 
Strump pointed out, had failed owing to the reluctance 
of each Synagogue to give up its identity. While it 
was realised that the South Portland Street Synagogue 
could meet all requirements, the Community could not 
insist On the other small Synagogues being closed down, 
despite the fact that none of them was in a sound 
financial position, nor was any well attended. 

Ihe interest due on the bond of the South Portland 
Street Synagogue, added Mr. Strump, was heavy, and 
the bondholders would probably take drastic action 
if this were not cleared off immediately. In addition, 


several tradesmen were pressing for payment, and there 
was a loss incurred of £300 a year. 


The Congregation’s Heavy Liabilities 


Mr. L. Daets, J.P., said that the Synagogue needed 
about £700 to meet its outstanding Viabilities. He pointed 
out, however, that even with these debts cleared, the 
reduced membership and the small membership dues 
made it impossible for the Synagogue to carry on with- 
out further liabilities recurring in the future. 

The need for a sufficient number of annual subscribers 


‘to ensure the permanent maintenance of the Syna- 


gogue was emphasised by Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P. This, 
he said, might be done under a covenant scheme. The 
total sum needed for the upkeep was in the region of 
£300 a year 

It was ultimately deciaed to hold a special meeting 
to deal exclusively with this question. 

Sir Maurice Bloch said that he had been asked by the 
Jewish War-Services Committee to act on their behalf in 
Scotland. The Committee’s work dcalt chiefly with the 
chaplaincy and hospitality for Jews serving in H.M. Forces. 
The Rev. Dr. Cosgrove had informed him that he had 
found Commanding Officers. very helpiul and considerate, 
and they were willing to giant leave for reasons of religious 
observance wherever possible. It was agreed that a 
Provisional Committee for Hospitality be formed, com-

Sin,—May we appeal through your columns to all sym- 
pathisers, past, present and potential, of Yeshivas in general 
and the Manchester Yeshiva im particular.

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LEEDS REFUGEE CHILDREN 
N.E. Regional Committee Constituted 


[From our Correspondent) 


Following a number of conferences between the 
Jewish and non-Jewish Commitices for the care of 
refugee children in Leeds, plans have been successfully 
completed for the formation of a Regional Committee 
to co-ordinate work of all the children’s refugee com- 
mittees in the East and West Ridings of Yorkshire. 

A conference of these Committees was held recently 
at Darley House, when Mr. Mark Labovitch. Chairman 
of the Leeds Jewish Committee, presided. On the 
motion of Mrs. M. Philipson, organiser of the Leeds 
Non-Jewish Refugee Committee, seconded by Mrs. 
Ditcham, of the York Commitice. it was unanimous! 
agreed to appoint Mr. Labovitch Chairman of the 
Regional Executive. The Rev. A. S. Super and Mrs. 
M. Philipson were elected Vice-Chairmen, and Mr. J. 
H. Parkes Treasurer. 


Future Plans Outlined 


Mr. M. Labovitch outlined the work of the Committees 
and the functions of the Regional Executive. He explained 
that the country had been divided for the purposes of 
national defence into twelve regions. lt had been decided 
by the London Executive of the movement, he said. to 
divide the refugee work in a similar manner. Thus. a 
twelfth of the children in England would now be almost 
completely under their care. They would act in the place 
of London, and all difficulties with regard to the children 
would in future have to be referred to Leeds. where all 
records would be kept. Arrangements were being made for 
co-operation with the Civil Defence Commissioner of the 
Region, the National Council for Social Service. and the 
Personal Service Bureau. There was every reason to expect, 
said “Mr. Labovitch, that the decentralisation would mean a 
much quicker solution of many of their problems, and i 
would certainly promote the better Welfare of the children 

The Rev. A. S. Super commented on the excellent spirit

Regarding the financial position of the South Port- 
land Street Synagogue, the Chairman said that he had 
called two meetings to discuss the matter. About 140 
members of the Community had been invited. but on 
each occasion less than a dozen people attended. Efforts 
which had been made to secure an amalgamation of 
the Synagogues on the south sidé of the city, Mr, 
Strump pointed out, had failed owing to the reluctance 
of each Synagogue to give up its identity. While “4t 
was realised that the South Portland Street Synagogue 
could meet all requirements, the Community could not 
insist On the other small Synagogues being closed-down, 
despite the fact that none of them was in a sound 
financial position, nor was any well attended. 

Ihe interest du€ on the bond of the South Portland 
Street Synagogue, added Mr. Strump, was heavy, and 
the bondholders would probably take drastic action 
it this were not cleared off immediately. In addition, 


several tradesmen were pressing for payment, and there 
was a loss incurred of £300 a year. 


The Congregation’s Heavy Liabilities 


Mr. L. Daets, J.P., said that the Synagogue needed 
about £700 to meet its outstanding liabilities. He pointed 
out, however, that even with these debts cleared, the 
reduced membership and the small membership dues 
made it impossible for the Synagogue to carry on with- 
out further liabilities recurring in the future. 

The need for a sufficient number of annual subscribers 
to ensure the permanent maintenance of the Syna- 
gogue was emphasised by Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P. This, 
he said, might be done under a covenant scheme. The 
total sum needed for the upkeep was in the region of 
£300 a year 

It was ultimately deciaed to hold a special meeting 
to deal exclusively with this question. 

Sir Maurice Bloch said that he had been asked by the 
Jewish War-Services Committee to act on their behalf in 
Scotland. The Committee’s work dealt chiefly with the 
chaplaincy and hospitality for Jews sersing in H.M. Forces. 
The Rev. Dr. Cosgrove had informed him that he had 
found Commanding Officers very helpiul and considerate, 
and they were willing to grant leave for reasons of religious 
observance wherever possible. It was agreed that a 
Provisional Committee for Hospitality be formed, com- 
prising Dr. Cosgrove, Mr. Arthur Rose, and Mr. Spilg. 

A service in memory of the Jews who have lost their lives 
in Poland since the outbreak of war was held in the Chevra 
Kadisha Synagogue last week. Addresses were given by 
Rabbi Lurie and the Rev. Dr. I. K. Cosgrove, and the 
Fl Mole Rachamim was chanted by the Rev. H. Fenigstein 
and the choir.

THE IRISH CHIEF RABBINATE 
Appointment Still in Abeyance 


[From our Correspondent—DwuBLIn] 


The question of the nomination of a successor to 
Rabbi Dr. I. Herzog in the office of Chief Rabbi of 
Eire has engaged the attention of the local Rabbinate 
Committee ever since Dr. Herzog’s departure for Pales- 
tine about three years ago. But despite the countless 
meetings of the Committee and prolonged discussions, 
both public and private, Irish Jewry is still without a 
Chief Rabbi, although a great number of candidates 
have been considered and at least seven have visited 
Dublin and addressed the Community. 

The prolonged delay is due to a number of factors. 
At the outset must be mentioned the difficulty of finding 
a worthy successor to Dr. Herzog, whose profound 
Talmudic and general knowledge and special qualities 
as a leader set a very high standard. The main diffi- 
culty has; however, been the existence of two schools 
of thought in the Rabbinate Commitiece, both more or 
less uncompromising. One party, while placing Jewish 
learning first, lays a great deal of stress on general 
culture and directive ability, while the other regards 
profound Talmudic knowledge as the most important 
if not the only criterion, 


Personalities and Schism 


Cutting across this division of thought are certain 
personal considerations which, coupied with a lack of 
loyalty to the Rabbinate Committee as a whole, and 
lack of respect for its decisions, has greatly aggravated 
the issue. For example, one of the candidates was 
unanimously approved by the Rabbinate Committec. 
Immediately afterwards, however, an agitation was 
organised for the rejection of this candidate, whichfwas 
inspired, if not openly sponsored, by members of the 
Committee who had voiced no opposition when the 
Committee was considering him. A somewhat similar 
procedure was adopted in the case of a subsequent 
candidate whom the Rabbinate Committee had approved 
by fourteen votes to four 

In the difficult times in which we are now living, the 
absence of a Chief Rabbi ts a very serious matter for 
Irish Jewry, more particularly as the Irish people are 
highly and sincerely religious and aftach very great 
importance to religious life. In this connection, it is 
of interest to point out that the office of Chief Rabbi 
has been recognised in an Irish Act of Parliament. 


In Eire, the natural leader of the Community, . 


particularly should dny vital issues arise, would be a 
spiritual chief of the requisite standing and calibre; and 
it is greatly to be deplored that the office of Chief Rabbi 
should have so long remained empty.’ 

it 1s to be feared that the present conflict will rage 
for a further period of years if the Rabbinate Con- 
mittee remains as at present constituted. The appoint- 
ment of a fresh Rabbinate Committee with elective 
powers and of a different personnel, who would make 
the public interest paraniount, seems the only way of 
ending the present impasse.

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE 
DEPUTIES 


Abolish ** Pocket Boroughs ”’ 


From Mr. BARNETT SAMUEL 
To the Editor of THe Jewrsun CHRONICLE 


Sm,.——-One cannot but deprecate a change im the leader- 
ship of the Board in these days of grave national emergency 
nor can one foreshadow its mevitable repercussions upon 
the solution of Jewish problems which loom go largely in 
the forefront of world politics. But the change has once 
again directed our attention to- the urgent necessity of 
remedying the tatent defects in its constitution so that it 
should become recognised as the only truly representative 
and democratic body delegated with the vital task of express- 
ing Anglo-Jewish opinion. While it may now be inopportune 
to effect radical changes, might] suggest that the Board 
takes up immediately the questiots relating to representa- 
tron and attendance? 

In many cases—particularly in’ the case of the smaller 
London and provincial congregations—we still have the 
deplorable system of “ pocket boroughs ” by which members 
of the Board purchase their right of representation from 
therr respective organisations by agreeing to pay the Board 
fee. otherwise such bodies would be even reluctant to 
elect a deputy. 

It is obvious that the Board should abolish the payment 
of the fee as the concomitant of representation and, in order 
to defray its expenses, a system should be evolved by which 
a levy should be imposed upon each body having the right 
of election. such levy to be graded in accordance with the 
numbers of members, whom it professes to represent. 

It might thus be possible to widen the basis for election 
by attracting persons with a record of public service to seek 
representition and who otherwise deliberately debar them- 
selves from submitting their names for election. 

The published annual reports of the Board reveal an 
appallingly low standard of attendance by duly elected 
members and show an utter lack of responsibility on their 
part as well as on the part of thei electors. This, too, 
inevitably reflects itself upon the standard of debate and, 
from the reports of meetings which are published in your 
valued columns from time to time, it would seem that 
the discussions are carried on in a regrettable spirit of com- 
batancy and partisanship by the habitual attendants having 
an “axe to grind,” Seldom ‘can one discern a true breadth 
of vision and perspective upon Jewish problems which 
require such delicate handling for their attempted solution 
by the Board. 

Would it not be possible fo introduce a system by which 
duly accredited proxy members residing in London or there- 
abouts should be elected by the provincial bodies? Failure 
to attend on the part of the provincial members might be 
due conceivably to exigencies of travel, expense or time of 
meeting, and the attendance of their proxies would result in 
more representative gatherings and discussions. 

Moreover, the holding of periodic meetings m an im- 
portant provincial centre might be usefully considered, for 
this would ten increase the prestige of the Board among 
provincial Jewry as ‘well as facilitate attendance by those 
members who, for personal and business reasons, have 
abandoned their London domicile “ for the duration.”

THE BLACK-OUT HEROES 


Fascist Propaganda Under Cover of 
Darkness 
WINDOW-SLASHING AND STICKYBACKS 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


‘From time to time, different parts of London have 
been afflicted by the attention of fly-by-nights, who, 
under cover of the black-out, have put up anti-Jewish 
and pro-Fascist signs. Fascists, if questioned, will deny 
that any organisation is responsible. “ This is probably 
the work of sympathisers,” they say, “ and we cant be 
held responsible for this individual action.” 

I spent some time in Islington the other day. and 
I got an idea of how the “underground” campaign 
is being conducted. 

In Islington, before the outbreak of war, there was 
much open B.U.F. activity. Open-air meetings were 
held in various streets off Holloway Road, tor tmstance, 
and the local Fascist leader stood in a municipal by- 
election. 

Since the war, this intensive open-air activity has 
ceased. On the other hand there have been outbursts 
of poster- and bill-sticking, window-slashing and smash- 
ing, activities that can all conveniently be done under 
cover of darkness. Along Albion Road, I have seen 
dozens of trolleybus-poles and lamp-posts plastered with 
Around 
Islington Green, the shop-windows of, Jewish traders 
have been plastered with the words * Britain tor the 
British.” 

“The Yellow Spot” 


The basest ty pe of activity is the slashing of windows 
I saw many with the word “Jew” slashed on them, 
leaving them permanently damaged. Official Govern- 
ment posters have also been defaced. One bore the 
words :. “ Freedom ts in Peril. Where are the Jews?” 
One shopkeeper showed me a “ yellow spot © that he had 
found stuck on his shop-front: and another showed me 
a new window that he had just had put in. “It they 
don't scratch my window, they smash ft,” he said. 

Who “ they © are everyone suspects. But there is no 
concrete evidence Ihe black-out is the coward's 
opportunity 

This sinister campaign ts also going on in A.R.P. posts. 
For instance, a conversation about things in general 
will be started and then the talk will deliberately be 
brought round to “the Jews.” An air-raid warden 
recently wrote: “Il am now working for A_R.P. 
among a considerable number of anti-Semites. The 
other day, eight of them had a talk to me for about an 
hour. 1 put up an argument, which, although it 
quietened them a bit, was not sufficient. Would you 
please send me some defence leaflets?” 

lt is thus true to say, contrary to general opinion, 
that the Fascists and anti-Semites are active—even if we 
do not see as much of them as we did before the war. 


ANTESEMITIC SLOGANS ON WALLS 
Board of Deputies’ Move 


The Board of Deputies ask the co-operation of the 
Community in the removal of the anti-Semitic slogans 
on walls and hoardings. Anyone who is cognisant of 
such is asked to communicate immediately in writing, 
or by telephone (Euston 3952), with the Secretary, Board 
of Deputies, Woburn House, Upper Woburn Place, 
London, W.C.1. 


The anti-delamation campaign may resume. with 
open-air meetings very shortly. Urgent representations 
have been made to the Jewish Defence Committee to 
take action, and the letters on this subject that have 
appeared in THe JewtsH CHRONICLE have also acted as 
a spur. A meeting to consider the question and the 
nature of the propaganda was recently held.

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


JEWRY AND GREAT BRITAIN 

Under the heading, “ We Syjand With Great Britain,” 
an editorial in the ToGo (New York) refers to the fact 
that ever since the ecutbreak of the war the Jews all 
the world over have declared with all sincerity their 
devotion to Great Britain. The Jews in Palestine have 
not only made such a declaration but have manifested 
their desire to co-operate by 135,000 of them registering 
for the defence of the country in case of need. 

Few Jews will question the advisability of the Jewish 
attitude vis-A-vis Great Britain, says the paper, The ques- 
tion, however. arises: Is there any sign that Great Britain 
stands with us? Is there any indication that Great Britain 
is interested in the needs ‘of the Yishuv? On the contrary, 
there are signs that the British Government shows a strange 


indifference to Jewish needs and requests. The Palestine. 


Administration gives the impression that it is dissatisfied 
with the remarkable devotion and loyalty of the Jews 
towards Great Britain: it conveys a feeling that ft is rather 
embarrassed by the Jewish readiness to make sacrifices 
for the -interests of Great Britain as well as their own. 
It fears that by encouraging too much Jewish loyalty and 
devotion it will somehow compromise itself and feel more 
obliged to pay its debt to the Jewish people. 

fo rid itself of this embarrassment, continues the paper, 
the Palestine Administration shows a certain aloofness and 
pays inadequate attention to the position of the Yishuv, 
making no effort to give active assistance and relieve the 
present difficult situation. Even such assistance as had 
already been promised, such as essential loans and grants 
for social welfare. is suspended or delayed. 

How is it possible, asks the Toc, for the Jewish people 
to maintain their devotion and loyalty. seeing thas Mr. 
Malcolm MacDonald is so persistent 'n carrying out his 
unjust Palestine policy regardless of the new and changed 
conditions and taking no account of the terrible Jewash 
tracedy in Poland? Does not his persistence resemble in 
some respects the callous attitude of some of the dictators? 
Millions of Jews are being crushed, butchered. robbed, 
driven like beasts, and are perishing of hunger and disease, 
yet at such a time Mr. MacDonaid tries to enforce his 
policy embodied in the White Paper, which means the 
slamming of the doors of Palestine in the face of the Jews 
seeking refuge. His actions, as tlustrated by the refusal 
to issue an immigration schedule for the current six months, 
while issuing a schedule for non“Jews, the paper declares, 
cannot be regarded otherwise than as aiding Hitler in his 
onslaught on the Jewish. peopie. 


FINE MILLIONS AMERICA 


It is to be noted that in the dark days for Jewry in 
Europe a ray of hope for the Jewish people comes from 
the United States. While hundreds of thousands of 
Jews are perishing from hunger, massacre, and pogrom 
under the Hitler regime, an editorial in -the Forwarp 
(New York) says, it has been established in New York 
that the number of Jews in the United States has reached 
the figure of five million. 

This constitutes a solace to the Jewish people, says the 
paper. It ts also a reply and a challenge to the aggressors 
and murderers. While they are gathering the dead and 
believe that by their continuous murderous acts they will 
annihilate the Jews, the Jewish Community in America is 
growing and finding opportunities to release its ability and 
continuing to weave the thread of the long Jewish history. 
lt is the first time in Jewish annals that five million Jews 
live in One country where they can enjoy complete freedom 
and where they are able to perpetuate their Jewishness 
unhampered. These five millions constitute a source of 
strength, hope, and encouragement for the rest of Jewry. 

In conclusion, the paper points out that such numerical 
Strength in a free country like America imposes enormous 
responsibilities, among the foremost of which are their duty 
as citizens towards the State and their neighbours, and the 
need for complete and organised unity so that everything 
possible, politically and materially. may be done to alleviate 
the terrible sufferings of the Jewries in Europe. 


SHOLEM ASCH’S NOVEL ON JESUS 

Sholem Asch’s new novel, “ The Nazarene,” dealing 
with Jesus has aroused considerable discussion in the 
Jewish Press, especially in the United States. The 
works of the novelist are usually printéd in serial form 
in the Forwarp (New York), a leading daily which is 


the organ of the Jewish Labour and Socialist Organisa- 


tion of America. His latest work, however, did not 


appear in that paper, and some of the critics in the. 


American Press, when reviewing the book after it had 
been translated into English, drew attention to this fact, 
some caustically. 


The Forwarp admitted that it had declined to publish 
the new novel of its estecmed contributor, and its editor, 
Mr. Ab Cahn. wrote several articles explaining its action 
and giving reasons for withholding from publication a work 
dealing with the figure of Jesus. After dealing with the 
literary side of the book, he discusses the fundamental ques- 
tion as to whether the time has come for the Jewish people 
to revise its attitude towards the founder of Christianity. 
Writing as an unorthodox Jew, in fact as one who may be 
classed as the very opposite of a traditional Jew, he never- 
theless comes to the conclusion that there is no ground,

CUBA AND REFUGEES 


Most surprising and shocking things are happening 
in the world. The action Of the Cuban Government in 
confiscating American cash placed on deposit in Havana 
as bonds for refugees who have been allowed to enter 
the island republic is one of them, a writer in the Toc 
(New York) says. 


Working silently and without giving notice to the public 
at large, the Government introduced into the Senate a Bill 
that would allow for the confiscation of between 75 and 
100 per cent. of the bonds of refugees who have remained 
in Cuba six months or more. To make things worse, the 
Bill is retroactive and would put into the Cuban Treasury 
virtually all the bonds for thousands of European refugees. 
Many of these bonds have been advanced by American 
organisations and individuals under the law which makes it 
mandatory upon every refugee to put up a $500 bond. 

One Cuban Government official is reported to have said: 
“ It seems that this action of the Cuban Government, if put 
into effect, would be incompatible with Cuba’s membership 
of the Intergovernmental Committee on refugees,” and the 
ToG points out that the action would also be incompatible 
with elementary decency and certainly with the widely 
advertised hospitality of the Cuban people.

THE PRICE OF MATZOT 


Mr.’ Lapidus, in his letter, has not, to my mind, justified 
the increase in the price of matzo for the following reasons: 
(1) The increase was imposed the same week that war broke 
out, long before “ coal, freight, etc.’ had risen. (2) Non- 
Jewish biscuit manufacturers (using sugar and butter) have 
not yet announced any increase in prices. (3) All the 
matzot, wrappings, coal, etc., of the manufacturers had been 
lying in the factories long before the war. Matzot are 
only baked between Chanucah and Pesach. (4) War risk 


premiums, having been returned to the traders, should be 
the cause of benefit to the Community. (5) Coal and petrol 
have only gone up recently, and then to such a petty extent 


as not to justify adding 25 per cent. to prices. With regard 
. the letter from a correspondent in Liverpool suggesting 
at the increase in the price of Pesach goods is due to the 
fees paid to the Rabbis for Hechsharim, this is entirely 
beside the point. The London Beth Din, long before that 
of Manchester, gave up the practice of charging fees. 
Seeing that most Hechsharim come from London and Man- 
chester, there ought to be no increase in the price of Pesach 
g00ds. I personally have found very little difference in the 
prices.” Where the Manchester Community suffers is that 
they have to pay extra on kasher meat and poultry through- 
out the whole of the year, in order to maintain an un- 
necessarily elaborate and extravagant and totally new form 
of Beth Din which has beew forced upon them recently, and 
whose existence has by no means justified itself. 1 would 
much rather pay a shilling or two extra for one week of the 


year than be taxed for the whole of the fifty-two weeks.— 
ANTI-PRoFireer, Manchester. 


NEWCASTLE'S EVACUATED CHILDREN 


l was one of the founders of a Joint Jewish Educational 
Board for all Newcastle evacuated children, embracing the 
whole of Newcastle (three Congregations) Meetings were 
held of Joint Councils, Executives, Ministers. officials of 
the falmud Torahs, and the following decision was reached: 
fo appoint a full-time official (Minister) at Carlisle and 
a weekly visiting teacher to Penrith: and also to provide 
transport for the scattered areas, Wigton, Maryport, Kendal, 
Keswick, etc., to reach these two centres at least once per 
week. 
Salaries and expenses were to be met. 
As a result, fifty to sixty children in Caglisle, twenty-five 
to thirty children in Penrith, and numerous others in the 
Outlying districts are without any Jewish educational or 
Other Jewish provision—excepting in the Penrith area in 
which I have helped to establish and maintain services.

THE FUTURE POLAND 


On reading Mr. Schimansky’s letter in last week's JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, One cannot but agree with his conclusions that 
‘4 declaration, countersigned by the Allies, should be 
made guaranteeing the rights of Jews in the reconstituted 
Poland.” It was not long after Poland had, with the help 
of the Allies, regained her own liberty and independence 
after the last war that she imposed on her loyal Jewish 
citizens “ghetto” benches, prohibited Shechita, and tolerated 
pogroms. I am reminded of the following story: During 
the lsarist regime, very often oblayvas (hunts) were organised 
against the Polish nobility. On one occasion a Polish count, 
in order to evade capture by his pursuers, fled into a Jewish 
house and implored the occupants to shelter him. When 
later’ the Jewish householder entered the count’s hiding- 
place to tell,him that the danger was over he was met with 
“ Zid parchati--shapka snimai!™ (* Filthy 
Jew-—remove your hat!”). It Is the persistence of this kind 
of mentality which causes such anxiety. Sooner or later 
we shall have a peace conference. If the Jewish people are 
not united and ready the new situation may be scarcely 
less tragic than the old, No effort should be spared to 
solicit immediately the coursel of all sections of the Jewish 
people in order to arrive a' a unanimous scheme to be sub- 
mitted to the peace conference for an. honourable and lasting 
peace for our people.—-MR ‘losepH PorToON, 41, Nunroyd 
Road, Leeds, 7.

MEAT CONTROL PROBLEMS 


The price of kasher meat is at present so high as to be 
nearly prohibitive to poor Jewish people. When the 
Government takes over control of the marketing of fat- 
stock on January 15 it is feared that the price of kasher meat 
may rise even more. Surely our first consideration should 
be that all Jewish people, including the very poor, should 
be able to obtain their meat at a reasonable price. Then, 
again, many Ministers-cum-shochtim in small Communities 
have hitherto managed to supplement their meagre incomes 
by slaughtering for their own Communities. Under Govern- 
ment control, will this allowance be stopped? Their dis- 
continuance might mean penury to many a_ provincial 
shochet with a wife and family to support. To meet these 
problems a fund should be raised to subsidise meat prices 
and to supplement the shochet’s wages—at least as a 
temporary measure.—Mr. ARON COHEN, Laburnum House, 
Tredegar, Mon.

£1,000 for Kasher Meat 
THE RATIONING DIFFICULTIES 


Recommendations of special importance were made, 
and agreed to, at a special meeting of the Board for 
the Affairs of Shecheta, which was held on Tuesday in 
the Vestry Room of ‘he Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue, Heneage Lane, E.C. The recommendations ol 
the Executive Committee were as follows: ' 

(1) That a grant of £1,000 be made through the Central 
Jewish Committee for Problems of Evacuation appoimted by 
the Board of Deputies of ee ae such sum to be specially 
earmarked for the supply, free “Of charge, of kasher meat to 
needy Jewish children who have been evacuated from London, 
the same to be paid over to the Committee in four quarterly 
instalments of £250; 

That if this recommendation be adopted, the Trustees of the 
Board be authorised and directed to sell part of the invested 
funds of the Board to produce the above-mentioned sum ot 
£1,000. 

(2) That a contribution of £250 be voted towards the expenses 
of the Central Jewish Committee for Problems of Evacuation, 
such sum to be remitted to the Board of Deputies in two halt- 
yearly instalments. 

Mr. Isaac Landau. the President of the Board, who was 
in the Chair. outlined the history of the proposed measures. 
Soon after the Holy-davs. he said, he had an interview with 
the Chief Rabbi and Dayan Abramski, who had approached 
him with a view to obtaining a grant from the Board for 
providing free kasher. meat. for needy Jewish evacuee 
children from London. _ The President, expressing sympathy 
with that object, said that while the Board were willing 
to do whit they could in the matter, u could be done only 
with the consent of the three parent bodies (the United 
Synagogue, the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, and the 
Feceration of Synagocues) 

Subsequently. negotiations took place with those parent 
bodies with a view to making a grant out of the revenues 
of the Board, but the parent bodies could not see their way 
to accept that suggestion, on the ground that it would 
probably mean depriving them of moneys usually available 
for the purpoSe Of Jewish religious education. Following 
further negotiations, the Executive Committee decided to 
make the grant of £1.000 out of its capita! funds, 

Mr. Landau adde@ a warning that although the grant 
was made im this partrcular case. the Board could not be 
expected to. make further encroachments on is funds for 
gereral Jewish charitable purposes. as this was outside the 
scope of its Operations. Lhe Executive Committee decided, 
however, that the considerations in this case were so over- 
powering that they felt justified in making the grant

The President also referred to the approaching rationing 
of meat, and strongly advised Jewish people who had 
ordinarily obtained their kasher meat in-peace time from 
London butchers to reeister with them and so make sure 
of their supply hvacuees in remote parts. not within the 
jurisdiction of a local Board of Shechita might encounte:

Impossibility of Official Enumeration 


A JEWISH CHAPLAIN SHOULD VISIT FRANCE 


From the Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, D.S.O. 
(ex-Senior Jewish Chaplain) 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sirn.—Four months. have passed away and no Jewish 
Chaplain has yet gone out to France. One of the results 
of this unfortunate omission is the statement issued recently 
by Reuter to the effect that there are less than 250 Jewish 
soldiers in France. 

From my past experience, | am convinced that this figure 
is far from accurate. The truth is that exact numbers in the 
case of Jews can only be obtained by a Chaplain working 
among the troops. The great problem of Jews concealing 
their Faith, concerning which Rabbis Gollup and 
Rabindwitz recently wrote to you, can only be adequately 
tackled by Chaplains attached to the Army in the field. 
And there is no Chaplain in France. 

Since the outbreak of the war, I-have urged in vain upon 
the Jewish War-Services Committee to follow the precedent 
created in 1914. At that time there existed no Committee. 
Upon my suggestion, the late Sir Charles Henry, M.P., 
approached the War Office to allow me to proceed to the 
front. We had no idea of the number of our men who were 
on active service, and the authorities did not permit this 
difficulty to weigh with them in assenting to my appoint- 
ment. They recognised the special circumstances and the 
widespread diffusion of Jews in all branches of the Army 
and set aside the numerical regulation governing § the 
appointment of Chaplains. Within three months, much 
indeed to my. surprise and that of the War Office, | was 
able to furnish the names and details of about 1,000 Jewish 
officers and men whose existence as Jewish soldiers had not 
been previously known 

if the same procedure had again been adopted and a 
Chaplain sent out immediately, the present state of affairs 
would not have arisen,

Many of our 
people will return to the countries which cast them out 
during the last few years, and will form again thriving 
Communities, developing their own spiritual lives and 
enriching the lives of their fellow-citizens. There must be 
Jewish Communities all over the world, to the benefit of all. 

Palestine will be reconstructed as the land which many 
of our people will make again into a land flowing with milk 
and honey, and in which the spirit of the prophets will live 
again. There will be a return to Zion. The Jews will be 
citizens throughout the world. and many of them will be 
builders of Zion in Palestine. 

The world must be free, and justice and love of fellow- 
men must be the basis of human life. Such a world and 
such human life can only be made possible by a victory 
of the forces of justice and right in the present struggle. 
That 1s by a victory, a complete victory. of Britain and her 
Allies. And the aim of all men who desire the happiness 
of humanity must be to attain such a victory. And when 
this victory is attained, the task of the Jewish people at the 
Peace Conference that will follow will not be difficult.

ART NOTES 


THE ZWEMMER GALLERY 
An Interesting Show 


The Cisristmas-time Exhibition at Zwemmer’s is rather too 
mixed in styles, atmosphere, and feeling to have cohesion, 
but there are many pictures of great interest and beauty. 

Adrian Hill's watercolours are cool, refined, cultured, 
observant, and leisured. Their balance, rich content, and 
quiet reserve are in marked contrast to most of the other 
pictures in the room, which seem to have been conceived 
and executed in passion and fire-—full of excitement, urge, 
and haste. 

The two Spanish landscapes by Meninsky make a lovely 
contrast, one red-hot and glowing, the other grey-cold and 
contemplative. 

[he strangely disturbing drawings by Grunspan—rather 
like Greco-Roman sculpture—are crude and strong. He is 
a young Englishman, twenty years old, who is as yet fairly 
unknown. He has. however, recently been called up in 
the militia, but one hopes he will be able to continue with 

wPwork. 

The Modigliani drawings have great charm, but are a 
little thin in comparison, for instance, with the Despina 
drawing. But on the whole, I find the work of this short- 
lived Italian Jew, Modigliani, wears surprisingly well. His 
paintings, especially, stand up to time. Their beauty and 
charm are not ephemeral. 3 

“ Horses on the Shore” by Chirico ts a fine painting, 
rich in colour and design. Picasso's “Compotier et 
Guitare.” with its full and singing colour-harmonies and 
lovely ecstatic design, is the most important picture in the 
show, the biggest in conception and the most complete in 
accomplishment. 


ROYAL SOCIETY OF BRITISH ARTISTS 


There is little to say about the exhibition of the Royal 
Society of British Artists, except perhaps to express some 
surprise that so many undistinguished paintings could find 
their way into one gallery, and to wonder if this dullness 
has been reiterated year in year out through the 192 
exhibitions held by this veteran society, 

The water-colours I found (because there are fewer of 
them perhaps) more interesting, competent, and personal 
than the oils. Among those whose work 1! liked were 
Clifford Webb, Stuart Milner, Amy Joseph, and Rose 
Henriques. 

Of the oils. the least ambitious seemed to be the most 
successful. Lowry is always amusing, except in a really grim 
and rather frightening portrait called “ The Dole.” 

There is a lush and dew-spangled landscape, “* Twicken- 
ham Ferry.” by Dunlop. and a’ couple of interesting and 
exciting compositions by Carel Weight. and some four or. 
five’ pictures by Ethel Walker, in perpetual pursuit of 
mother-ot-pearl. 

A. N. Pybus has a very pleasing. clean, draughtstiantke 
composition obviously painted with great pleasure. Evelyn 
Abelson-has a pleasant and engaging landscape, “ Chelten- 
ag but her other one, “ Stresa,” is not quite so success- 
ul. 


TRAVEL NOTES AND NEWS 

ORIENT LINE’S DIRECT SERVICE TO 

PALESTINE 


An event of considerable importance, that might have 
great influence on the future contacts between this country 
and Palestine, occurred recently. The Orient Line made 
Haifa a port of call. For some years it has been urged 
in these columns that a British shipping company should 
maintain a direct passenger service between this country 
and the Land of Israel. Attempts have been made from 
time to time, the first by the Donaldson Line with the ill- 
fated Athenia, but no permanent service has been established, 

Now, the managers. of the Orient Line, Messrs. Anderson, 
Green and Company, of 5, Fenchurch Avenue, London, 
E.C., have been encouraged to make a call at Haifa because 
of the fact that Peltours, of 8, Waterloo Place, London, 
S.W., the well-known firm of Jewish travel agents. booked 
no fewer than 187 people on an Orient liner that left this 
country for Palestine towards the end of last month. As 
was to be expected of the Orient Line, these Jewish 
passengers, who were mostly German, Czechoslovakian, 
and Austrian refugees, were provided with every facility 
for religious and dietary observance. 

I now understand from Peltours that they are negotiating 
with the Orient Line on behalf of a further large contingent 
of Jewish passengers to Eretz Yisrael. 1 hope that the 
Directors of the Orient Line will again give consideration 
to this development in their business. as | am firmly con- 
vinced that if a line such as the Orient made, say, Tel- 
Aviv a scheduled port of call whenever inducement offered, 
it would be of the greatest benefit all round. 


HOLLAND AMERICA’S NEW THIRD CLASS

recorded the publication of variols “evacuee journals 
(some of which have been noted already in these columns). 


A most praiseworthy effort is that entitled YounG JEwry's 


WeeKLY, published by the Joint Emergency. Commitice tor 
the Religious Education of Jewish Children from London. 


This weekly serves the purpose of liaison between the 
Jewisn educational bodies and the children who formeily 
came under their care in classes in London. The chief con- 
tents are a brief interpretation of the week's Sidra, an article 


of historical interest on “The Jewish Week,” little para- 


graphs dealing with home and foreign news, a puzzle page, 
and a section for juntors. 

A worthy part in the retaining of the Jewish children 
for the Community, especially those in remote parts, should 
be played by this magazine, particularly in view of the diff- 
culties facing Jewish education authorities nowadays. 

A different, and in some ways perhaps even more 
interesting, publication is the “news sheet” printed by the 
boys of the Jews’ Free School evacuated to Ely. It is edited 
by Dr. E. Bernstein, the Headmaster, and printed under the 
direction of Mr. D. R. Isaacs.

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Refitting the Children 
What to Look For 


HE increased cost of so many 

essential articles of clothing makes 

the ever-recurring task of refitting 
the schoolboy and schoolgirl an even 
greater problem in wartime. 

When big families were the rule rather 
than the exception, clothes bought for 
the elder members could be handed down 
to-successive “ inheritors,” although there 
is considerable evidence to show that 
these latter often bitterly resented the 
arrangement. Nevertheless, with a little 
judicious camouflage, young John could 
be successfully lulled into believing that 
the altered coat he assumed had never 
graced the shoulders of brother Henry. 

The mother of several children, too, 
had not the same urgent problem of 
deciding on sizes that, while not fitting 
too amply at the moment, still allowed 
scope for inevitable growth out of them. 


Winter Sales Bargains 


The small family must be fitted out 
with additional forethought and care. 
The winter sales offer excellent oppor- 
tunities, and not only of acquiring the 
sort of. bargains which. women: are in. the 
habit of doing frenzied battle for ip the 
millinery sections of the big stores. There 
are many good bargains, to be had for 
the looking, in goods which, while perfect 
and thoroughly reliable, are reduced in 
price for other reasons. 

Discontinued patterns of stripes, for 
example, in no way detract from, the 
excellence ‘of boys’ pyjamas, which, on 
that account, can be acquired often 
shillings below their original price. The 
same goes for blouses, vests, shirts, etc. 

Some firms make up odd lengths of 
cloth into children’s coats and suits, and 
sell them during sale time at prices very 
advantageous to the purchasers. Such 
garments are often exceptionally valuable 
and hard-wearing. 

But one word of warning. Soft-pedal 
your achievements in the nursery. Little 
people very soon form their own ideas 
of value, and the whole joy of a good 
sale “buy” -may be vitiated for the 
garment’s whole life in the eyes of its 
recipient tf he heard its excessive cheap- 
ness sung from the housetops.

Jewish Cookery 
THE SUGAR RATION 


THREE-QUARTERS Of a pound of sugar per 
head per week is not a bad allowance, and 
many families who have not too sweet a 
tooth do not use more normally; but for 
the benefit of those who do, here are a few 
suggestions on how to save sugar by using 
substitutes, some of which those who were 
housekeeping in the last war will remember. 

Honey, syrup, and treacle can be used to 
sweeten cooked fruits, puddings, and tart 
fillings, and they can also replace sugar with 
the breakfast porridge. 

It is a good plan to try to train the 
family to eat porridge as the Scotch do— 
with plenty of salt and hot milk and no 
sweetening at all. 

The vegetables that contain a lot of 
natural sugar such as carrots, parsnips, and 
beetroot should often figure in the menu. 

Dried fruits such as dates, figs, raisins, 
sultanas, and cherries should be used liber- 
ally in puddings and cakes when little or no 
sugar need be added. 

Tinned fruits can be used for tart fillings, 
and sweetened condensed milk is excellent 
for custards, blancmanges, and milk pud- 
dings. Coffee essence and chocolate will 
also help to sweeten as well as flavour 
puddings and cakes. 

Save the sugar from candied peel and use 
it in stewed fruit, and sweeten fresh fruit 
salad with honey or syrup diluted with 
water. 

Liquid glucose would also be useful for 
sweetening stewed fruits, milk pudding, 
lemonade, etc., and a pound tin which can 
be bought for 9d. goes a long way. 


The large three-pound jars of Australian 
honey are the most economical, and can be 
obtained both clear and thick. 

And here are two excellent war-time cakes. 
Nigger Cake 

Sugar, 8 ozs. (or half 
sugar and half syrup). 


Fiour, tb. 
Currants, 


Sultanas, 4lb. Ground nuts, 2 ozs. 

Mixed peel, 2 ozs. Mixed spice, 1. tea- 

Water, 4 pt. spoonful. 

Margarine, 4 ozs. Sod. bicarb., 1 level 
teaspoonful. 


WasH fruit and put it in a saucepan with 
the, sugar and water; bring to the boil; 
simmer for ten minutes, and leave till cold. 
Rub margarine into flour, add chopped peel, 
ground nuts, spice, and soda bicarbonate, 
add the contents of the saucepan, and mix 
thoroughly. Turn into a tin (about 74 ins. 
across and 34 ins. deep) lined with greased 
paper, smooth over the top with a knife 
dipped in hot water, and bake in a slow 
oven (controlled gas heat No. 3) for about 
two and a quarter to two and a half hours. 

This quantity makes a really large family 
cake weighing over three pounds, it keeps 
well, and should not be used until at least 
twenty-four hours old. If making half 
quantity bake in a smaller tin and it will not 
take quite so long to cook. 


Gingerbread 
Flour, Sod. bicarb., tea- 
Golden syrup, Ilb. spoonful. 
Chopped peel, 1-2 ozs. Ground. ginger, 


Water, small pt. teaspoonfué. 

MIX ginger and soda bicarbonate with the 
water, which should be tepid. Put flour, 
syrup, and peel in a bowl, pour on water, 
etc., and mix thoroughly; turn into a greased 
tin (74 ins. across), and bake in a slow oven 
for about one and a half hours. (Controlled 
heat No. 3.) |

Speech to Maccabeans 
O.A.M. ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


Professor Selig Brodetsky (Grand Commander) 

received a warm welcome last week when he attended 

Annual Grand Bedcon meeting of the Order of 
Ancient Maccabeans. : 

He was congratulated on ‘his election as President 
of the Board of Deputies by the Chairman of the 
conference, Bro. Morris Wilks, Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. 
(President, Council of Manchester and Saltord Jews) 
and Dr. P. 1. | 
Salford Zionist Central Council). 


On the proposal of the Chairman. supported by Bro. 
H. Davis, the Order resolved to mark Professor Brodetskv’'s 
election as President of the Board by a erant of £50 to 
any Zionist institution that he might select 

Professor Brodetsky, in his address. said the fear had 
been expressed that his “ Zionist past” might have an evil 
influence on his Jewish future. He did not. however. look 
upon his Zionism.as being a matter of his past, but of his 
present and future, and. he regarded Zionism as being his 
fundamental Jewish conviction. 

lt was clear, he went on. that it was of. the greatest 
importance to-day that there should be a sense of tolera- 
tion among all sections of the Jewish people. He said 
withott hesitation that his chief object at this moment was 
the unity of the Community and the bringing together of 
all diverse Jewish forces. He had already received very 
definite proof of the linking up of all sections of the Com- 
munity under the Board of Deputies for the service of

Protessor Brodetsky urged that it was imperative to 
secure that a united Jewish view should be presented to 
the peace conference after the revardmg the citizen

Unless the Jewish 
people united within themselves, there might be the danger 
of a tresh dispersion 

It was necessary to re-emphasise. he declared, that Zionism 
was the only hope of the Jewrsh people as a collective 
body im the world lhose who did not accept Zionism 
were completely bankrupt and had nothing to offer in its 
place.

mankind's hope of a brighter future, and as a group, the 
jews Were completely tihed “with the cause represented 
hy the Allies. The Jewish Agency. in offering wholehearted 
co-operation to the British Go rmmen had made that 
offer unconditionally: and they felt enntled to expect some 
indications from Great Britain that justice would be given 
to the Jewish people as well as to others

The Philistine generalsqwere 
suspicious of him and objected to Dawd 
joining in the campaign.

Become reconciled with Saul 
and turn against them, and they feared so 
doughty a warrior. Achish protested that 
he had no reason to doubt David's loyalty, 
but the generals had their way and David 
“was sent home. On his return to Zikliag, 
which was situated to the south-east of 

Gaza. he found that, taking advantage of 

his absence. a band of Amalekites had 

raided the cily. taking everything away with 
them. including the wives and children of 

David and his men. The latter were so 

furious that they even, at first, threatened 

to stone David. who was held responsible 
for their temporary absence curing which 
the place had been left unprotected.

David was himself ceeply grieved at the 
loss of the wives and children, and, after 
secking Divine encouragement, he decided

Here he left two hundred of his followers 
who were already exhausted by marches and 
counter-marches.

INTERRUPTED FEAST 


Cautiously David and his little force of 
four hundred men approached the Amalekite 
camp. They found a great feast in progress. 
The raiders were celebrating their * victory 
over defenceless women and children and 
had started to enjoy the great store of pro- 
visions they had found in the unprotected 
houses of Ziklag. They were quite unaware 
of the fact that they were surrounded. It 
was twilight when David fell upon them, 
and he fought them for twenty-four hours, 
inflicting a severe defeat upon them.

In addition, 
David acquired a great quantity of cattle 
which the raiders had in their encampment.

They then returned to their base, driving 
the cattle with them The question of the 
disposal of the booty then arose. The men 
who had fought considered that they alone 
were entitled to share it among themselves. 
The ones who had stayed behind and done 
none of the fighting, they declared, deserved 
nothing.

. guard the stores at the base as it was to 


march into battle, and he insisted that they 
should all share alike.

New Denis Johnston Comedy 
Playwriting, in Mr. Denis Johnston's hands, is very 
definitely a personal art. To appreciate his new comedy 
at the Duchess Theatre one must bear in mind Wilde's 
Shrewd remark that art is fundamentally a method of 
recreating mood.
